Funeral home 
soliciting — 
a legal maze

An elderly woman who just found out her husband was 
terminally ill went home from the hospital only to find a 
brochure from a cemetery and funeral home in her 
mailbox. 
A young married couple was startled one evening when 
a cemetery lot salesman driving a shiny white Chrysler 
drove up to their house, knocked on the door and said he 
was conducting a survey. Two days later he was back, car­ 
ting a personalized portfolio which he said was tailored to 
meet their future needs. 
Another woman received a blank card from a funeral 
home which offers “ instant credit” in case of a death in the 
family 
The above are a few of the incidents which occurred 
recently in Lincoln. 
Four ot Lincoln's five funeral home directors told 
reporters they believe such practices are in poor taste; 
and, legal questions about such practices are being 
examined by the attorney general’s office. 
Nebraska Atty Gen. Paul Douglas told The Star the 
state Health Department has asked for an opinion on 
questions about the legality of alleged practices by Lincoln 
Memorial Funeral Home in the areaS of advertising 
matters contained within the advertising, and prepayment 
of funeral services 
While Nebraska law bans solicitation by morticians, 
the law does not clearly define what solicitation is. 
The Health Department, which oversees the licensing 
of morticians in the state, requested the opinion in 
response to inquiries about Lincoln Memorial Funeral 
Home s practices and requests from outstate funeral direc­ 
tors for a clarification of the law, according to Examining 
Boards chief Rex Higley. 
Questions about Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home's ac­ 
tivities were prompted by the unique position held by the 
funeral home It sits on the grounds of Lincoln Memorial 
Park Cemetery While legally separated, they are linked 
geographically and have several common stockholders. 
According lo Phil Sidles, president of Provident 
Savings and Loan, he his son Frank C. "Bud” Sidles, 
Suzaine B. Guenzel, Carl W. Olson and Frank L; Karnes Jr. 
are stockholders in both corporations. 
Several people reported that during conversations with 
cemetery salesmen, information about the funeral home 
also was outlined. 
When contacts are made by the cemetery sales staff, 
consumers frequently inquire about the funeral home, ac­ 
cording to Bud Sidles. 
He said the sales staff is instructed not to discuss the 
funeral home but to refer any inquiries directly to the Lin­ 
coln Memorial Funeral Home director. Sales persons may 
leave brochures containing information on both the 
cemetery and funeral home and the (rfione numbers of 
each. 
Any mailings or distribution of brochures jointly spon- 
sortMl by the cemetery and funeral home are merely a 
means of advertising Sidles said. 
Robert Garey of Hastings, executive director of the 
Nebraska Funeral Directors Association, admitted there is 
a wide range of interpretations over what constitutes 
solicitation In attempting to circumvent the law, practices 
cun be “ overt or covert.’’ he said. 
Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home stood alone in suppor­ 
ting a proposed change in state law introduced in 
Nebra.ska's Legislature this session. Although the bill was 
killed in committee, many expect it to surface again. 
The proposed change would legalize solicitation by 
funeral homes, authorize price advertising of funeral costs 
and allow morticians lo keep a percentage of money placed 
in trust funds fur funerals arranged in advance 
Solicitation by morticians has been legalized in many 
states and has “ opei^ the door" for all kinds of abuses, 
Garey said 
In other slates, solicitation has gotten out of hand. 
Charles Hoper of Koper and Sons Mortuary asserted. Mor­ 
ticians pay commissions to nurses, nurses' aides, am­ 
bulance attendants and even ministers to recommend a 
certain funeral hume to a family which has had a death. 
Robert Metcalf of Metcalf Funeral Home said salesmen 
have .searched hospital lists, visited nursing homes and 
preyed upon widows* and the elderly seeking business 
Hut, according to Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home 
Manager Clifford Lant, such a change in the law would 
promote consumer protection and increase the public’s 
knowledge ot funeral services and costs. 
Under existing law, cemetery assoaations can go door- 
to-door selling grave sites, crypts and memorials The 
propo.sed bill would open the way for morticians to solicit 
business 
loint defends his firm’s practices as a means for 
opening up the funeral industry to public inspection The 
more the consumer knows, the better off be is in dealing 
with death, he said 
All five funeral homes say only a small percentage of 
their present business is prearranged. Lant thinks it will 
skyrocket to more than 
in the future 
Under Nebraska's existing “ 100‘i ” law governing 
prepayment fur funeral services, if the imlividual changes 
tiis or her mind or moves, all of the funds plus accrued in­ 
terest are refunded Otherwise the interest is used lo offset 
any inflationary increases between the time the contract 
was made and the death of the person 
Under the change proposed in the Legislature, mor­ 
ticians in Nebraska, as in some other states, would retain 
20 < ofi the top to pay for administration and handling costs 
and to pay commissions to salesmen for drumming up 
more funeral services. 
Garey said the funeral directors group feels the 20% 
fee results in a “ lollapalooza ” for the promoter. Under 
such arrangments, funeral services are sold but no service 
IS rendered at the time of collection 
“ Volume IS the name of the game," he said For in­ 
stance, a mortician who sells 1,000 funerals at $1,000 each 
ki'eps 20'i or 1^,000 for himself, Garey said 
If soliciting were allowed under such terms, Dick 
Wadlow of Wadlow's Mortuai^ said, “ It would boil (town to 
a scramble of who could put the most people out on the 
street” 
If that kind of “ beating the doors for business" were 
allowed. Ken Maser of Hodgman-Splain-Roberts Mortuary 
said funeral costs would increase to help pay the 
salesmen’s salaries 
According to Lant, the public would be protected from 
any shady operations because misrepresentation and fraud 
would t>e illegal, and each funeral home’s reputation would 
be al stake.

Terrorists release two women 


Assen, The Netherlands (AP) — South 
Moluccan terrorists released two pregnant 
women Sunday from a hijacked tram where 
some 55 hostages have been held captive for 
14 days. 
The women were identified by authorities 
as Mrs. Nelleke Ellenbroek-Prinsen, 25. trom 
Wierden, who is five months pregnant, and 
Mrs. A H Brouwer-Korf. 31. of Nijmegen, 
two months pregnant 
. 


They were taken to a hospital in nearby 
Groningen where their husbands and other 
relatives were waiting A doctor said the 
women “ are looking very well, both physical­ 
ly and psychologically '■ 
Reporters were not permitted to interview 
them 


In the Hague. Justice Minister Andries van 


Agt said he was “ extremely happy" over the 
release but added he did not see ‘ any reason 
to be optimistic” that the twin sieges of the 
train and a nearby school will soon be over 
Justice Ministry spokeswoman Toos Fabei 
said the terrorists, who grabbed more than 
160 hostages during a daring two-part raid 
May 23, telephoned the government crisis 
center Sunday morning and offered to free 
the women unconditionally. 
A South Moluccan physician. Dr Franz 
Tutuhatunewa, was sent to the tram to 
arrange the release Ab*iul 90 pmutes later, 
he and the women emergtnJ from one of the 
cars and walked a few yards down the track 
to a waiting auto 
They were driven to a Red Cross center a 
few hundred yards away and on to the 
hospital. 


The gunmen, who seek independence from 
Indonesia for their ancestral homeland in the 
former Dutch Fast Indies, had repeatedly 
turned down requests to tn»«* one of the preg 
n.mt women or let her husband replace her as 
a hostage They did permit Officials lo send 
her medication 


The women were the first hostages 
released from the tram since the optming 
moments of the dram a, when the 
gunmen allowed a number ot elderly 
passengers to escape

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Farm can use 
less fuel

If we ev er hav e to limit fael 
to farmers, the Univ ersity of 
N ebraska D epartm ent of 
Agricu ltu ral Engineering is 
re a d y 
w ith 
s pe c if ic 
su ggestions on how to get along 
with less. 
"Farm ers as a whole do a 
darn good job of u sing their 
fu el Indu stry cou ld learn a lot 
from them, bu t most farmers 
cou ld still shav e their fu el u se 
by 10': If they had to,” said Dr. 
Leonard Bashford, professor 
of agricu ltu ral engineering. 
Bashford and research assis­ 
tant Dav e Shelton hav e been 
stu dy ing fu el u se on 100 
Nebraska farms and ranches 
for abou t a y ear. “We still 
don’t hav e a fu ll y ear’s data 
collected bu t already we can 
see some areas where farmers 
can sav e som e m one^,” 
Shelton said. 


“ At least one farmer traded 
In a fou r-wheel-driv e picku p 
when he learned how mu ch 
fu el the thing was u sing. And in 
another case there was a 20% 
difference in fu el efficiency 
between two nearly identical 
tractors,” Shelton said. 
"Farm ers tend to bu y fu el in 
bu lk, often as mu ch as 2,000 
gallons at a time. They ju st fill 
their tanks and go so that they 
often don't notice a fu el inef­ 
ficiency ,” Bashford said. 


The answ er is to keep 
records on each piece of fu el- 
u sing equ ipment — from the 
lawn mower and chain saw to 
the largest tractor on the 
place. Then the indiv idu al 
v ehicle can be ev alu ated. The 
r e s u lts a r e s om e tim e s 
startling. 
"Their lov e affair with a 
fou r-wheel-driv e picku p is a 
su rprising fu el u ser. Some of 
the tru cks only get three to 
fou r miles a gallon. They tend 
to be u sed for a lot of things 
that they really aren’t need ^ 
for,” Shelton said. 
Farm ers sometimes u se a 
big tractor wliere they cou ld 
u se a sm aller tractor, bu t 
Badiford warns Uiat smaller 
isn’t necessarily better and 
can be dangerou s. 
“Too small a tractor on a big 
load of hay can leav e y ou with 
the tail wagging the dog. You 
don’t need mu ch power to pu ll 
it, bu t y ou do need a lot of 
weight in the tractor or y ou 
will find y ou can’t hold the load 
on a hill,” he said. 
Small tractors can be safely 
and efficiently u sed for jobs 
like spray ing and raking hay 
with significant fu el sav ings. 
Bu t a big tractor can be fairly 
fu el efficient if the farmer will 
raise the gear to a higher 
nu mber bu t throttle back. 
"This can be better than 
ov erloading a small tractor in 
term s of fu el efficiency ,’’ 


A little tractor can be more fuel-efficient for some farm ¡obs. 


Bashford said. 
Shelton said the greatest fu el 
sav ings can be realized by 
reading the manu al that comes 
with a tractor, combine or 
tillage machine 
"The people who made the 
machinery know how it shou ld 
be adju sted and maintained 
You can sav e a lot of fu el in 
y ou r shop on a rainy day by 
m ak ing fu el e ffic ie n c y 
adju stments and doing simple 
m aintenance chores like 
changing spark plu gs,” he 
said. 


Minimu m tilla ^ , irrigation 
schedu ling, natu ral air dry ing 
ot grain and soil testing to 


av oid fertilizer ov eru se are 
also factors in the total amou nt 
of fu el u sed on farms. 


"1 don’t think we will see 
farmers going back to horses I 
don t think corn will be dried in 
corncribs either. It takes too 
mu ch labor. It wou ld take too 
mu ch time to dev elop good 
work horse breeds and too 
mu ch land to grow feed for 
them,” Bashford said. 
Horses still are u sed in the 
Sandhills for some hay ing 
operations and for working 
cattle, bu t many farmers and 
ranchers like the picku p for 
checking cattle. "You can’t 
air-condition a horse or make 


it as comfortable to ride as a 
picku p. We do think a farmer 
ou ght to know what it costs 
him to hav e the comfort bu t he 
has ev e ry rig ht to i t . ” 
Bashford said. "Until city 
folks giv e u p the ir a ir- 
conditioned offices, farmers 
can keep their air-conditioned 
tractor cabs bu t they ou ght to 
know it may be taking eight to 
10 horsepower” 


Ev en if farmers do cu t back 
on fu el by 1 0 ' it won’t hav e a 
major effect on the national 
fu el su pply becau se farmers 
u se less than 4'' ot the fu el in 
the nation "Indu stry needs to 
look at what farmers are doing

Outbreaks prompt 
swine moving ruies 


Washington — Interstate shipping ru les aimed at prev en­ 
ting the spread of pseu dorabies, a seriou s disease of swine and 
other liv estock, hav e been proposed by the U.S. Department of 
Agricu ltu re (USDA). 
According to officials of USDA’s Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Serv ice, tlie nu mber and sev enty of pseu dorabies 
ou tbreaks hav e increased dramatically in recent y ears, cau sing 
seriou s losses for many swine produ cers. Swine indu stry 
representativ es hav e requ ested gov ernment help in containing 
the disease. 
Pseu dorabies — also called Au jeszky 's disease, mad itch, 
and infectiou s bu lbar paraly sis — is a v iru s-cau sed disease 
primarily affecting swine. It can also affect cattle, sheep aniF 
other liv estock, sometimes cau sing death There is no danger to 
hu man beings, howev er, either from contact with infected 
animals or from eating meat 
Under the proposed regu lations; 
—Interstate mov ement of all liv estock — swine or other 
farm animals — ex hibiting incoordination, ex citability and 
other clinical signs of the disease wou ld be halted. 
—Infected or ex posed liv estock not showing clinical signs 
cou ld be mov ed u nder permit directly to slau ghter with no u n­ 
loading on rou te. Infected or ex posed swine wou ld hav e to be 
identified by distinctiv e earmark 
—Breeding swine, not known to bo infected or ex posed, 
cou ld be mov ed interstate only if accompanied by a health cer­ 
tificate completed by an animal health official or accredited 
v eterinarian. This wou ld contain identify ing information and 
show the animals were properly tested and fou nd negativ e 
-O ther swine (feeder pigs and slau ghter hogs), not known 
to be intected or ex posed, cou ld be mov ed withou t restriction 
the first v ear interstate ru les were in effect. After that, su ch 
swine cou ld be mov ed only from states that requ ired reporting 
of suspected or confirmed cases and placed them u nder qu aran­ 
tine 
The y ear's delay wou ld allow states time to enact 
necessary laws or regu lations. 
— Liv estock other than swine, not known to be intected with 
or ex posed to pseu dorabies, cou ld be mov ed interstate withou t 
restriction 
—The proposed regu lations also wou ld requ ire thorou gh 
cleaning and disinfecting ot all v ehicles, facilities and premises 
inv olv ed in the interstate mov ement ot pseu dorabies-infected or 
ex posed swine or other liv estock. 
The proposal was pu blished in the Federal Register on May

Silage 
fragments 
under study 


A ccu rate ev alu ation of 
forage and silage fragments 
bigger than powders and fine 
bits may not be far off, if a new 
particle size ev alu ating dev ice 
is prov en effectiv e. 
D r. K en Von B a rg e n, 
a s s oc ia te pr of e s s or of 
agricu ltu ral engineering at the 
U niv ersity of N ebraska- 
Lincoln, is testing the dev ice 
as part of his stu dy on the grin­ 
ding of alfalfa hay . He said the 
dev ice is important in fitting 
particle size ot feedstu ffs to 
the best nu tritional response in 
cattle. 
The mechanism is made u p 
ot a series of fou r l5-inch-wide 
tray s, with holes that range in 
size from *« inch squ are to 1 
inch squ are. Von Bargen said. 
The tray s are placed one ov er 
the other, in order of hole size, 
with the largest at the top. The 
entire dev ice shakes back and 
forth allowing the particles to 
drop throu gh the holes. 


“ After we hav e finished 
¡grinding hay , we’ll pu t the 
material on the higheit tray 
and tu rn the shaker on tor a 
certain period of time. After 
the machine is tu rned oft, we 
will record how mu ch material 
ended u p on each tray . This 


W ill determine how well the 
hay was grou nd,” Von Bargen 
said 
Von Bargen compared the 
new method With the siev e 
method that is u sed now 


He said the Univ ersity of 
Wisconsin is cu rrently ru nning 
tests on chopped forage and 
silage.

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Lean and hung ry or well fed 
is crux of state school aid 


There is no real doubt that Lincoln 
i’ublic Schools will ask for less local tax 
money for their 1977-78 budget than 
would be the case were it not for in­ 
creased state aid to education. That, 
however, is not the whole ball of wax. 


Four years ago state aid was started 
and now amounts to the equivalent of 
about 11 mills in the total Lincoln school 
budget In 1977-78, state aid goes up and 
the total mill levy equivalency for Lin­ 
coln schools will be about 13.3. On school 
district property, that would produce 
about $6 6 million, which is what Lincoln 
IS estimated to receive in state aid for 
the coming year. 


The question is whether the Lincoln 
district would have the same budget 
today without state aid. Would the dis­ 
trict, through 1977-78, have added on that 
same $H H million, another 13.3 mills, to 


Its budget if it had to face Lincoln 
property taxpayers in the process? 


Without state aid, would the Lincoln 
school district property tax levy be 71 
mills, as compared to the 57.7 mills it is 
w ith state aid coming in? Or, would local 


taxpayer wrath be such that the school 
board would not have found it expedient 
to raise the property tax to such heights? 
There is no question at all that, 
politically, any school board would find it 
easier to spend state aid than local tax 
dollars. It’s a little like an individual 
spending money given to him on one 
hand and the money he had to work for 
on the other. 


None of this is an indictment of local 
school officials or any insinuation that 
local spending is improper or foolhardy. 
The money, admittedly, all goes for a 
good cause and most of us want good 
schools. 
But state aid represents local 
budgeting from a well-fed point of view 
and the local property tax represents 
budgeting from a lean and hungry point 
of view. 


There is no way you can settle with 
complete objectivity the impact of state 
aid on local property taxes. You simply 
have to take what facts there are and 
decide for yourself what spending levels 
would be both with and without the state 
aid.

Washington — Hell hath no fury like a 
woman scorned, or so the saying goes. 
But perhaps we might update it: Hell 
hath no fury like an Equal Rights 
Amendment advocate confronted with 
the legal implications of hereditary 
m ale-fem ale 
d iffe re n c e s 
in 
intellectually-related chromosomes. 


A sweeping biological statement, I 
admit But the scientific community 
rer'ognizes, albeit with little attendant 
publicity, that there are “ fairly well es­ 
tablished’’ sexual differences in 
thinking Women excel in verbal abili­ 
ty, while men are better at spatial and 
analytical tasks. And, as 1 noted in a 
previous column that raised feminist 
hackles, the explanation seems to lie in 
different chromosomes. Spatial ability 
IS earned by a recessive sex-linked 
gene According to scientific studies, 
men and women receive this trait in 
different ratios — about 50% of the men 
get it, only 25'i of the women. 
Meanwhile, scientists have tentatively 
shown that male hormones are linked 
to aggressiveness and perhaps to in­ 
creased intelligence. 


Very little of this information is 
exactly f’age One news in America’s 
equality-mmded press, and I can un­ 
derstand why It is inflammatory and 
subject to distortion. 


But it is also, as I argued, at least 
peripherally relevant to the debate 
over ratification of the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment to the Constitution. 
And the reason why should be obvious. 
The Equal Rights Amendment, as 
readers will recall, provides as 
follows: “ . . . Equality of rights under 
the law shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any state on 
account of sex” 


What that language may mean is 
already the subject of considerable and 
heated debate. A lot of women try to 
argue that it simply requires that peo­ 
ple be given an equal opportunity on the 
basis of their individual qualifications, 
not on the basis of their sex. 


Alas, it’s not so easy to judge 
qualifications in some fields without 
considering sex (or perhaps con­ 
sidering chromosomes — I'll get to that 
in a minute). Secondly, in the last few 
years and under already existing law, 
the yardstick of personal qualification 
has often given way to the quota 
systems and affirm ative action 
programs of group equality In such a 
situation, we are not talking about 
measurement of individual capability 
but employment by group membership. 
Fo r 
exam p le, 
hypothesize 
Washington imposition of a quota

system or affirmative action require­ 
ment on two vocations; nuclear 
engineering and advertising In view of 
the proven differences between men 
and women in spatial-relations linked 
chromosomes — twice as many men 
have them as women — shouldn’t the 
government set different male-female 
quotas in nuclear engineering than in 
advertising’ Shouldn’t the relevant 
sexual differences between men and 
women be a valid reason for setting 
different vocational quotas or employ­ 
ment “ targets"’’ Present law is tricky 
enough, but a constitutional amend­ 
ment would set non-differentiation in 
bio-Iegal cement 


Another point; Biological differences 
between men and women may also be 
valid grounds for discrimination by 
state and local police departments In 
mid-May, a ftxleral district court in 
Southern C alifo rn ia 
rejected 
egalitarian arguments that present Los 
Angeles Police Department height and 
weight requirements amount to un­ 
constitutional discrimination against 
women 
But if the P^qual Rights 
Amendment were to become law, that 


same decision — hotly controverted un­ 
der existing statutes — might not be 
possible. 


Surely, though, the clear scientific 
evidence 
of 
g rea te r 
m ale 
aggressiveness (and not just different 
size) ought to bolster the merely 
physical argument by U.S. District 
Judge Jesse W. Curtis; “ CerUinly a 
sane chief of police would not dispatch 
a group of women of average female 
height, weight and strength to contain a 
public uprising such as the Watts riot 
when the same number of males 
possessing the height, strength and 
weight of average m ales are 
available” But ERA ratification might 
conceivably move law-enforcement in 
ju.st this direction. 


It's not a black and white argument. 
And 1 don’t agree with the standard 
anti-ratification case made by Mrs. 
Phyllis Schlafly and her associates — 
that ERA could eliminate laws (from 
alimony to provisions for separate 
restrooms) hitherto protecting women. 
But it d(H's seem entirely reasonable to 
question whether ERA might not 
further interfere with valid sexual 
employment distinctions in fields like 
engineering, the military and police 
work.

Brezhnev succeeded 
in getting him evicted from the 
secretarial of the Communist 
party and. in effect, kicked up­ 
stairs to the presidency, where 
he had much less political 
p*jwer 


.Nevertheless, Podgorny 
remained a member of the 
ruling triumvirate and he ap­ 
parently felt strong enough to 
challenge Brezhnev's policies 
The latter, however, had 
proviHi through the years to be 
a skillful political manipulator 
and, in finally getting rid of 
I’ixlgorny, he seems to have 
greatly strengthened his 
power 


The guess in Washington 
diplomatic circles is that 
Brezhnev will assume the title 
of president at the Supreme 
Soviet s June me«*ting so that 
he will be accorded, especially 
on his foreign trips, the status 
of chief of state as well as par­ 
ty leader

Before we write the 1977 Legislature

You get to know a lot about those 49 
senators when you sit with them for 90 
days Like the rest of us, each is dis­

I am not alone in btJieving that you 
could walk out on the street, pick 49 
people at random and put together a 
legislative body not much unlike the 
one the voters choose at the polls 
The Nebraska Legislature exhibits 
all of the human frailties and most of 
our strengths Some senators can be 
terribly petty Others display great 
character under pressure. 
It s not as bad a collection of in­ 
dividuals as you probably think 
Neither is it as good as it probably 
should be But we have only ourselves 
to blame if that is true fur it is we who 
choose the I.egislature s members. 
Let s look at some of them. 


Ernie ('hambers probably has the 
most .star quality among the current 
memb<*rs My guess would be that he 
probably is also the best known. Only 
Dick Marvel could compete on those 
terms 


(’hambt'rs can be an outstanding 
orator, at his best when he is the most 
emotionally involved in an issue. He 
has the quickest mind in the place and 
probably shares the best intellect with 
Doug Borcuter 
It is Ernie whom the school kids look 
for when they come to visit, sometimes 
hanging over the balcony to ask 
repfirtcrs when Chambers is likely to 
speak 
Jerry Warner may be the most 
eminently fair member of the 
Legislature Hard-working, persistent, 
determined, he enjoyt*d phenomenal 
success as appropriations chairman 
this year 
The budget came from a nine- 
member committee, but it was chiefly 
the product of one man. Jerry Warner, 
assisted and supplemented by 
Bereuter 
With few exceptions, the Warner 
budget prevailed both in the committee 
and on the floor 
Three masters of maneuver also 
chalktd up successful sessions They 
are Frank Lewis, I.oran Schhiit and 
John DeCamp Only Schmit might feel 
uncomfortable with that label 


Lewis was the floor leader for Jerry 
Koch’s school aid bill DeCamp stepped 
in when needed on a number of vital

Sam Cullan grew all session, learned 
the game well and is now in position to 
have torce and influence as a senator. 
Sure, there are others who came out 
of the 1977 session stronger than they 
went in.

Washington — When Jimmy Carter 
first braced Andrew Young about 
becoming ambassador to the United 
Nations, Young balked. He would 
prefer, he told Carter, to remain in the 
House of Representatives He would be 
more effective there 


But Carter, obviously beguilcnl by the 
symtK)lic value of sending a black man 
to the U N., persisted, and finally 
Young agreed As it has turned out, 
Andy Young was probably right the 
first time The U N. isn’t ready for 
him, indeed may never be, and for the 
first time there is beginning to be talk 
within the administration that the 
Young appointment is not an unmixed 
blessing 


Not that the President himself has 
given any hint of softening his commit­ 
ment On the contrary. Carter s public 
expressions of support for Young have 
bt*en reinforced repeatedly by similar 
private expressions The fact is that 
none of Young's controversial thrusts, 
not even the most outspoken, con­ 
tradict Carter’s own strong if un­ 
expressed views 
But what the White House has begun 
to recognize is that Andy Young — 
perhaps more because of the rigidity of 
the system than his own failures — is 
running the risk of losing his credibility 
where he cannot afford to do so “ The 
danger,” as one senior Carter adviser 
put It, “ is that he won t be taken 
seriously by other people” Carter, he 
said, has taken ‘The long view” and 
expected the controversy to pass as 
Young learned on his own that there 
are limits to how outspoken he can be

in a world that is slow to accept 
change “ Hut, of course,” he added, 
” we didn t think it would take this 
long ” 


An astute veteran of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee who 
strongly supjwrts Young says the same 
thing “ That’s the greatest danger - 
that people will begin to react in a 
stereotyped way, and he will become 
mown as an agitator ”

The 
message to any listeners at home or 
abroad was clear Andy Young may not 
be your oxthodox diplomat, but he is 
solid with the I’resident But the fact 
that the I’resident fell constrained to 
take this action itself suggests he 
recognizes there is a problem and 
precious little he can do about it 


That problem, moreover, is com­ 
pounded by several elements of the 
situation One is that Andy Young is 
usually dead right in the things he says. 
If indiscret*! by conventional standards 
in sapng them It is indeed likely that 
the Cubans may be a more “ rational” 
force in Ethiopia than the Ethiopians 
fight now, whatever the Slate Depart- 
nienl view of the hazards in what 
Carter calls their “ intrusion” m 
Africa It IS indeed true that there is 
racism in Russia and Sweden not unlike 
that in (Queens And who could quarrel 
with the proposition that there are still 
remnants of “ the colonialist men- 
wlity 
in Britain You can argue that 
Andy Young is being “ counter- 
prcxluclive.” as they like to say here m 
being so quick to speak out. but you can 
hardly dispute the substance of his 
statements On the contrary, Young’s 
free-wheeling style is refreshing in % 


milieu in which truth is so often 
sacrificed to form. 


A more serious complicating factor, 
however, is Andy Young's “ special” 
qualification - not his much- 
advertised closeness to Jimmy Carter 
but instead simply the fact that he is 
black and. beyond that, a black very 
highly admired and respected for his 
role in the Civil Rights movement. 
Marching at the side of Martin Luther 
King IS the ultimate credential. 


What this means, first, is that Young 
IS insulated from criticism as no white 
ambassador could be. Republicans in 
Congress who might be openly deriding 
a I at Moynihan, for example, find that 
they cannot lake the risk where Andy 
Young is involved Our political system 
has not reached the level of sophistica­ 
tion that permits such criticism 
without inviting charges of racism. 


And what this means, ultimately, is 
^at Jimmy Carter is boxed in on Andy 
Young as he would not be boxed in on 
anyone else, not just because Young is 
a friend and political ally whom he ad­ 
mires but because of the racial context 
01 the controversy. 


Although Carter has never even 
hinted as much, it would not be sur-

Omaha (U PI) — A three-alarm fire, triggered by careless 
smoking, claimed the life of an elderly Omahan Sunday and left 
from $30,000 to $40,000 in damage to a downtown Omaha 
building housing one of the city's most popular Irish bars. 
District Fire Chief Don Mills said the burned body of Ver­ 
non Ingersol. 69, was found in a third-floor hallway outside his 
apartment where fire investigators said the blaze started. 
Mills said investigators theorized that Ingersol had been 
smoking in bed because “ the bed was completely burned up;’’ 
...... 
Other residents of the building escaped either through the 
front exit or down a rear fire escape. Mills said, by the time 
firemen arrived. 
Mills said Ingersol’s apartment was gutted by the fire, 
while the rest of the apartments on the third floor sustained in­ 
tense heat, smoke and water damage. The first and second 
floors, he said, had water damage. 
The first floor housed Fahey’s Pub, a favorite Irish 
watering hole, particularly on St, Patrick’s Day, while other 
apartment units were on the second floor, Mills said. 
Mills said the fire had “ burned for quite some time” before 
the alarm was turned in and when firemen arrived flames were 
“ coming out the windows and shooting out the roof" where 
Ingersol’s apartment was located. 
Mills said firemen used oxygen masks to enter the brick 
structure and bring the flames under control within 45 minutes. 
He said the additional alarms were sounded “ primarly 
bt*cause we thought there might have been people trapped in 
there”

Congressman wants report 
on Eppley Institute contract

Omaha (U PI) — A Wisconsin congressman 
has called for a full report on a General Ac­ 
counting Office investigation of the National 
L'ancer Institute’s $3.1 million contract with 
the Eppley Cancer Institute in Omaha. 
Hep. David Obey. D-Wis., said he felt 
Congress had “ no choice but to consider a com­ 
plete overhaul” of the National Cancer 
Institute. 
Obey said the GAO found “ there has been 
and continues to be appearance of a potential 
conflict of interest in the awarding of the 
Eppley contract” 
Although the GAO has yet to publish a 
written report of its February audit on the 
Omaha institute.

— The Eppley Institute continued to 
receive “ ever increasing sums of monies” 
from the National Cancer Institute, despite 
negative comments from outside reviewers. 
— Efforts by the National Cancer Institute 
to monitor the Eppley contract were lax and 
nonexistent.

It's a swinging family affair! 
And for the families of members of the 
Swingers Girls’ Softball team, the game 
becomes — as one team member 
expressed — “ our whole summer, I 
guess.” 
Having a junior high school softball 
player on a team like the Swingers takes 
more teamwork than spectators see on the 
diamond. 
"You always have to be set and ready to 
go at a moment’s notice," said Nancy 
Erisman, one of the mothers arriving in 
plenty of time for an 8 p.m. game, 
originally scheduled for 9:30 p.m., 
cancelled, and rescheduled again the same 
night. 
“ Whatever it takes. . . we just work 
around it,’’ she said about fitting the soft­ 
ball team's schedule into her family's life. 
“ On game nights we have a casserole 
and away we go,’’ said another mother. A 
few admitted that getting the family to the 
game on time sometimes means “ just 
grabbing a bite on the run ’ 
“ It usually means leaving the dishes,” 
said Sharon Baade, who commented the 
family was ready to leave for the first 
game of the season when she realized the 
Thermos hadn’t been washed from the 
weekend outit^. 
“ I threw it in the dish water without 
noticing that it had mud on the bottom. It 
ruined the water for further dishwashing, 
so I just drained it out and away we went. 
I ’ll worry about the rest of the dishes when 
we get home.” she said. 
For those families with more than one 
child at home or with both parents 
working or involved in activities, the 
schedule sometimes becomes even more 
hectic. 
For example, an older daughter of Dean 
and Irene Oswald is being married this 
season and “ we're going to take out half a 
day for the wedding,” they said. 
But Swinger Melody Oswald is praying 
for rain because there's a tournament that 
weekend which she doesn't want to miss. 
Penny Pappas, beginning her fourth 
year as a Swinger, said things get a little 
hectic at the Pappas house because the 
family lives in Waverly and her parents 
are also involved in softball. 
“ On a few nights I'm missing parents at 
the games,” Penny said, noting that her 
mother also plays on a women’s softball 
team. 
How does Nick Pappas decide which 


game to attend when both his wife and 
daughter’s teams are playing? Well, since 
he coaches his wife's team, the choice is 
pretty well made for him. 
When practices become more frequent 
before tournaments. Penny stays in town 
with a friend who lives near the diamond 
instead of being transported back and 
forth between Waverly and Lincoln. 
“ But we don't really have any problems 
with other things interfering,” •Penny 
said, adding, “ Softball is my whole 
summer, I guess.” 
But “ whatever it takes” to get to the 
games, parents get to 90% of the Swinger 
games, said Mrs. Erisman who noted that 
either one or both parents try to make it to 
every game. 
Irene Oswald may hold some sort of 
record for game attendance. Last year she 
saw 85 games of the Swingers’ 86-game 
season. And she and her husband even 
traveled to Binghamton,^ N.Y., when the 
girls played in the nationals last year. 
Troubled with arthritis, Mrs. Oswald 
gets to the games even if she has to be 
carried in a lawn chair from the car to join 
the Swingers’ fans. 
The Oswalds also plan to go to the 
nationals in Texas this year if the team is 
fortunate enough to go again. Noting that 
Lincoln didn’t have a girls’ softball league 
when their two older daughters played 
softball a few years back, the Oswalds 
said they traveled to Omaha twice a week 
then so the girls could play. 
“ We have a car we live in,’’ they said. 
And the softball diamond has practically 
become a home away from home for 
Swingers Coach Uick Reinmiller and his 
wife, Kay. 
A junior high teacher, Heinmiller 
started coaching the Swingers in 1969 
Unlike many coaches, he had never played 
softball or baseball in his life but b^ame 
interested when his wife played on a soft­ 
ball team. 
"Drive and interest are the important 
factors,” he said, noting that people who 
say they can't coach because they know 
nothing about the game or never played 
are just looking for an excuse. 
With two small children. Michelle, 5, 
and Michael, I'*, the Reinmillers admit 
their schedule is "weird” during softball 
season. 
"We eat out a lot and try to work in at 
least one good meal a day,” Mrs. Fiein- 
miller said, adding that taking both 


children to the games becomes more of a 
hassle than it was when they had 
^ 
In spending so many hours with Jh^ 
Swingers - games plus

Heinmiller says he has been told he s 
short-changing his own children for those

"There are times when maybe I do, he 
said, adding that coaching the girls is a 
"typi(*al” case of a hobby becoming a 
driving force that “ rules” people who 
really get involved in a hobby. 
Vacations are unheard of for the Rem- 
millers and families of the players. 
"I guess we turn the tournament 
games into vacations, ” Heinmiller said 
Parents don't feel that the dedication in­ 
volved in the softball schedule has 
deprived their youngsters of anything 
As the Oswalds pointed out, “ the kids 
really have gotten to see a lot of country.' 
Heinmiller, who schedules the games 
through mutual agreement with other 
coaches in Nebraska and Kansas, said he 
never has to ask any of the team about 
scheduling games. 
-I just schedule them and everyone 
shows up," he said, adding that he has 
never had a problem with getting the girls 
to show up since he began coaching them 
in 1%9. 
"They really like the game . . . they 
have to because it s a sweaty, dirty game. 
It's now a part of them," and growing i d 
popularitv each year 
His wife. Kay. who is in charge of girls' 
softball scheduling for the City Parks and 
Recreation Dept., said there are now 142 
girls and women's softball teams in Lin­ 
coln plus the ponytail teams which grew 
from eight teams the first year to 52 the 
second and now has about 65 teams being 
organized. 
Heinmiller says when he first started 
coaching he did it for the girls because 
they wanted to play, but now ‘ I have to ad­ 
mit that part of the drive stems from the 
personal satisfaction" of coaching the 
team. 


Everyone is into something, and if it 


weren’ t softball, Heinmiller says, it un­ 
doubtedly would be something else 


People involved in any hobby or activity 
must make some choices and do what is 
most important to them And for the Rein- 
millers, and at least 17 families of the 
Swinger team, softball lops the priority 
list.

A stalled car on today's high-speed roads can be a frightening 
and dangerous experience. Before setting out on your next trip, 
whether it be to the grocery store or to the Grand Canyon, having 
your car tuned may save risk or towing expense. 


Hollín Schnieder, Extension safety specialist at the Universi 
ty of Nebraska-Lincoln says several things should be checked. 


Among items he should check are tires, including the spare; 
the steering system, the brakes; hoses and belts; and lluid 
levels, including water, oil, master brake cylincler, power 
steering reservoir, transmission, differential, and battery. 


Also lo bi* checked are windshield wipers and washer, the 
exhaust system, all the lights, and the front end alignment. 


A long trip at sustained highway speeds means “ safety up” 
not just "gas up," he says. 


If your car is air conditioned, keep the condenser and 
radiator clean of bugs and leaves. This can be done by brushing 
and vacuuming them from the front Such precautions, will pre­ 
vent overheating especially in slow summer traffic. 
Nevertheless, highway problems can occur. So Schnieder 
suggests carrying these items in the car for use in an emergency; 
flares, a portable electric light or lantern and a first-aid kit and 
manual Furthermore you should have a fire extinguisher, a tow 
strap or chain, a jack and lug wrench and kitchen matches in a 
waterproof container.

Omaha — The g reatest success story in N ebraska 
inoroug hbred racing history is unfolding this season here at Ak- 
Sar-Ben 


While fig ures are somewhat misleading at tim es, there's 
only one conclusion p ossible from the first fiv e weeks of this 
season s 60-day -Ak-Sar-Ben horse racing season — Ak is headed 
towards not just a record m eet — but p erhap s the larg est p ercen­ 
tag e g ain among any m ajor race track in the country . 
Throug h 25 day s, the daily av erag e mutuel handle is $1,38 0,- 
7 59 - a 8 .17 p ercent g ain ov er last y ear's $1,27 6,457 . The daily 
av erag e attendance of 15,423 is 1,80 up from 197 6’s 15,151. 
If Ak-Sar-Ben continues that trend throug hout the season, the 
mutuel handle g am will be close to 17 p er cent. 
That s better than any m ajor American race track. The only 
fig ures ev en remotely close, according to the latest edition of the 
Thoroug hbred Racing Association 197 7 directory , were 16.1 p er­ 
cent at Pim lico/Laurel/Bowie and 14.0 at Santa Anita. 
It's log ical to assum e that will hap p en. 
Ak-Sar-Ben usually p eaks at the end. Its larg est one-day 
mutuel handle occurred on the last day of the 197 5 meet. 
Ev en more imp ressiv e are the fig ures for the first fiv e Satur­ 
day s; 


— Attendance — an av erag e of 25,9 26 based on successiv e 
m arks of 24,656, 25,9 50, 27 ,897 , 26,27 2 and 24,958. 
— Mutuel handle — an av erag e of $2,147 ,08 6 based on $2,214,- 
258, $2.168 ,043, $2,207 ,67 5, $2,141,564 and $2,003,8 91. 
Those are top -fig ures, and. considering Om aha's relativ ely 
sp arse p op ulation comp ared with m ajor racing centers, those 
totals are ev en imp ressiv e. 


That's why it seems so strang e that this state’s m ajor and 
only (’ontinuing tourist attraction is constantly ig nored by 
v arious Omaha officials and national p ublicity outlets. 


Omaha officials constantly brag about the city 's sp orting a t­ 
tractions; Creig hton basketball (any where from 10 to 11 home 
g ames each y ear); UNO basketball and football (less than 20 
home g ames p er y e ar); the Colleg e World Series (a one-week a t­ 
traction boy oued considerably more than officials care to adm it 
by business and m erchant tickets); the Omaha Roy als baseball 
team (strug g ling to av erag e 1,000 PAID admissions a g ame). 
Yet they conv eniently neg lect the only m ajor-leag ue 
p rofessional sp orts attraction in Nebraska — the three-month 
long Ak-Sar-Ben racing season. 
We hav e nothing ag ainst those org anizations listed abov e.

Portland (AP) — The Portland Trail 
Blazers are champ ions of the National Basket­ 
ball Assoziation be(‘ause Philadelp hia Coach 
Gene Shue could not find any way to stop Bill 
Walton 
Shue tried four differnt men on Walton in 
Sunday 's six th g ame of the p lay off finals but 
none could handle hirn. 
Caldwell Jones, Darry l Dawkins, Harv ey 
Catching s and (ieorg e McGinnis all tried, but 
all failed as Portland p osted a 109-107 v ictory 
to ov ercome the multi-talented 7 6ers four ' 
g ames to two m the best-of-sev en series. 
"Bill Walton has been our leader all the 
w ay ," said Portland Coach Jack Hamsay . "H e 
is our team cap tain in ev ery sense of the word 
T h ere is no be tte r p la y e rs, no m ore 
coop erativ e p lay er, no better p erson than 
Bill " 


"Bill Walton is the best p iay er for a big 
man who has ev er p lay ed the g ame of basket­ 
ba ll.' added Shue "We couldn't contain him 
He dominated the middle and that threw us out 
of our g am e." 
Walton, who scored and reb<junded in dou­ 
b le fig ures in ev ery g ame of the series, had 20 
p oints. 23 rebounds, 7 assists and 8 blocked 
shots in the series finale. 
He was named the Most Valuable Play er in 
the series for the way he anchored Portland's 
offense and team defense 
In the jubilant Portland locker room, the 
normally reticent Walton joined in the celebra­ 
tion with his team m ates 
"I'm real hap p y ," he said. "This was a 
nice way to win it It was an ex citing g ame, a 
g ood one for me and our te a m " 
"T eam " is the big word when y ou talk 
about the Blazers. In each g ame, the Blazwrs 
g ot v aluable contributions from eig ht or nine 
p lay ers while Philadelp hia's g am e often 
became a one-man show foc using on Julius Er- 
v ing 
"This IS truly a team ballclub, an unselfish 
team ," said Portland owner Larry Weinberg 
"They are the embodiment of all that is g ood in 
team p lay ” 
Ramsay added, "Ev ery thing we do is a 


team effort. This is the finest team I'v e ev er 
coached These are finest p eop le I'v e ev er 
coched ”

McGin­ 
nis tied up Gross for a jum p ball and con­ 
trolled the tap to Lloy d Free. But the Six ers 
missed three shots at ty ing the score-E rv ing 
had a jum p er bounce off the back rim, Free 
had a shot b l o c k e d by Walton and McGin­ 
nis missed a short jum p er with two seconds 
left 
The Blazers won the title the hard way , 
losing the first two g ames of the final series 
but then reg roup ing to become only second 
team in the NBA's 31y ear history to erase a 2-0 
deficit and win the title They also were the 
first team to come back and win it in four 
straig ht g ames. 
In 1969, Boston lost its first two g ames to Los 
Ang les, but rallied to win the series in sev en 
g ames. 
Portland’s v ictory cam e before a wildly 
enthusiastic, record M em orial Coliseum 
crowd of 12,951, which has help ed Blazermania

Washington (AP) — A police officer assigned 
to a patrol car is safer and more efficient 
working alone than with a partner, researchers 
concluiied in a report issued Sunday. 


The findings challenge the standard police 
practice of assigning officers to patrol cars in 
pairs and the widely held assumption that this 
practice reduces the dangers for patrol of- 
hcers. 
The report could encourage many of the 
nation’s big-city police departments to phase 
out the more expensive partner patrols as a 
way of saving money in a period of tight city 
budgets. 
The Police Foundation, a private research 
organization, sponsored the year-long study in 
by the System Development Corp. of Santa 
Monica, Calif. The research was conducted in 
San Diego and involved measuring the perfor­ 
mance of 22 two-officer patrol units and 22 
single-officer units. 
The report suggested that police 
departments could get more for their money 
by switching to single-officer patrol cars. 
San Diego can send out 18 officers in 18 cars 
for slightly less than it costs to field 20 officers 
in 10 cars, the report said. The use of single­ 
officer cars increases the area that can be 
patrolled. 
It costs San Diego $112,000 more a year to 
field a partnership car around the clock than it 
costs for a single-officer car, the researchers 
said. 
The report said the lone officer actually runs 
fewer risks than the partners 
"One-officer units were shown to have over­ 
all safety advantages over two-ofticer units," 
the rejM)rt said 
During the year of the study, the 22 two- 
officer teams experienced 117 "critical in­ 
cidents,” primarily assaults on officers and 
situations where crime suspects resisted 
arrest 
Hut the 22 single-officer units suffered only 
62 rritical incidents. 
Ninett'en officers patrolling alone were in­ 
jured, while 31 officers on team patrols were 
hurt, the report said 
The researchers found that the team patrols 
were much more likely to encounter suspi'cts 
resisting arrest probably because they handled 
arrest situations differently than singie-officer 
units.

"This report shows, at least in San Diego, 
that clearly and unequivocally it is more ef­ 
ficient, safer and at least as effective for the

Other cities could run the same experiment 
and "mo.st police departments can expect to 
have the same results as San Diego," Murphy 
predicted 
The rest'archers found that a majority of San 
Diego police officers prefer team patrols. But 
the officers suggested some steps that could 
make lone patrols more palatable. 


Most often they "suggested that additional 
personal protection in the form of shotguns or 
police dogs be made available." the report 
said "Kither or both ot these options could be 
implemented at lower cost than placing a se­ 
cond ofliccr in a patrol unit 
Better use of back-up units ranked second 
amung the ofticers’ proposals 


The ri'port rioted that police departments 
have relied on two-otficer patrols trom the 
first days of police cars 
The Kansas City police department was the 
first to break the tradition when it switched to 
one-otficer cars in 1953 


According to a spokesman tor police unions, 
practices now vary widely trom city to city 
New York and VVashmgton police use Iwo- 
olticer patrols in some areas and on .some 
shitts and one-officer units for others. 
Police in the New York suburbs ot Nassau 
County and the Washington suburbs of Prince 
(ieorges County. Md.. use one-oHicer patrols. 
Philadelphia uses two-oHicer cars and 
Chicago ii.ses a mixture.

Washington (.\F) — In anticipation of the 
Fourth of July iireworks bursting in a month, 
the government is cautioning Americans to 
“ celebra te 
but you’d btdter watch out.” 
An estimated y.OOO persons were treated last 
year for fireworks-related injuries and half 
were less than 15 years old, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission said Sunday 
A new law is designed to help prevent in­ 
juries 
The new federal regulations, effective last 
December, limit the permissible charge in 
firecrackers to 
milligram, 
“ Heniember: fireworks and people are 
never completely predictable,” the commis­ 
sion said in a new pamphlet with tips from 
“ Safety Sadie," the commission’s symbolic 
reminder of safety. 
Among Safety Sadie’s tips are; 
- Read directioni, and If you don f understand 
them, don t take a chance by lighting th« fireik^orks, 
- Have an adult present, 
- Never experiment, 
- Ignite the fireworks outdoors, light one at a 
time and move back quickly once the fuse is lit, 
- Keep a bucket of water handy tor emergencies 
and keep a sate distance 
Fireworks are allowed in seven states: 


Alaska; Arkansas, Louisiana; Mississippi, 
Missouri. South Dakota and Tennes.see 
Sixteen stales ban fireworks They are: 
Arizona; Connecticut; Delaware. Georgia; 
Illinois; Maine, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire. New Jersey; New York, 
North Carolina. Offio. Rhode Island; Vermont 
and West Virginia 


Hawaii and Nevada have no fireworks laws 
except on the county level. 
The other states have varying laws and 
regulations. In California, Kansas, Nebraska, 
New Mexico and Washington, fireworks are 
allowed as approved by the enforcing authori­ 
ty 


Six states allow only sparklers: Alabama, 
(.'olorado, Florida; Maryland; Pennsylvania 
and Utah 
Six states allow only sparklers and snakes: 
Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Michigan; Oregon 
and Wisconsin. 


Fireworks as specified in law are allowed in 
Idaho, Montana, North Dakota; Oklahoma; 
South Carolina, Texas; Virginia, Wyoming 
and the District of Columbia.

Rebels seize 
island nation 


Victoria, Seychelles (AF*) — Rebels backing the leftist 
prime minister announced the overthrow of the pro-Weslern 
government ot President James R Mancham on Sunday, less 
than a year after this island republic gained its independence 


“ It IS no big heroic deed to take over the Seychelles.” 
Mancham declared in London, where he had gone to attend the 
Commonwealth Conference. “ Twenty-five people with slicks 
could seize control ’ 
The 37-year-old Mancham said he had been deposed in a 
Jiidas-like” coup and that Soviet subversion, not his own 
playboy life-style, was behind the coup 


“ 1 do not accept this action as a tait accompli,” Mancham 
told reporters. He said he would call on the United Nations and 
African states “ who stand tor stability" to help him regain 
|K» wer in the tiny island nation About 60,000 persons live in the 
chain of 86 islands liK-aled 1,000 miles off east Africa in the In­ 
dian Ocean 


Island soun es reported some 200 rebels launched the coup 
at about 2 a in with an attack on a police barracks in which two 
policemen were killed. After seizing a quantity of arms, the 
rebels took ovi‘r the government-run Seychelles radio station 
and the air|)ort and by dawn truckloads ot armed police and 
civilians were patrolling the streets of Victoria, the sources 
said 


A radio broadcast reported that Prime Minister Albert 
Rene had taken over as president and the announcer warned 
that anyone venturing out in the streets would be shot on sight 
Thi‘ broadcast said the constitution and the 25-seat National 
Assembly wi're suspended and new elections would be held, 
probably in 1979 


Rene, head ot the Seyeholles People’s United party 
(SPUPi, declared in a later broadcast that “ the people have 
overthrown 
Mancham and he had agreed to form a new 
government Indicating a swing to the left, he promised policies 
that would make the islands “ free of capitalists and foreign 
countries ’ and said he would issue more detailed statements 
within 24 hours 


The radio said several British officials were detained and 
will be deported No reason tor the move was given 
Mancham said he had been informed ot the coup by the 
British Foreign Ottice 
Mancham said that the U.S. charge d'affaires in the 
Seyctielles, (Yaig Matson, had warned him of Soviet designs 
against the neutrality yi the new republic, which has no military 
forces. 
He said he was “ personally convinced” that the coup had 
“ the active agreement and connivance ot the Soviet govern- 
iiieiit and is part and parcel of the Soviet policy ut controlling 
the Indian Ocean. " 
Mancham was chiet minister of the Seychelles before in- 
dependeni e and had advocated continued ties wtlh Britain after 
the islands gained independence last June 28 
His rightist Seychelles Democratic party joined in a coali­ 
tion with Rene s leftist Seychelles People's United party to 
form the lirsl government. 
The coup was first reported in an unsigned cable from the 
Seychelles to The Associated Press’ London otfice, which said 
that “ citizens” backed by police had taken power because 
Mancham had become a globt*Urotting “ dictator” and had 
"adopted a style ot life which involves lavish spending 
The communique alleged he had not stayed at home longer 
than three weeks at a time since taking office and was trying to 
postpone the 1979 elections — a charge Mancham denied 
The handsome, bearded president, wealthy in his own right, 
has been a familiar figure in London night-spots with a variety 
of comely young women on his arm. The average annual income 
in the Seychelles is about $520. 
Hut Mancham insisted that his countrymen like him that 
way His absences from home, he said, were part of his duly to 
promote and make triends tor the Seychelles 
“ Mv philosophy is the philosophy of the Seychellois 
[HHiple,’’ he said “ I've had a playboy reputation ever since I 
lett school and I ve won lour elections I know my popularity in 
my country is second to none in all the developing countries ot 
the Third World” 
And besides, he added, “ those who have taken over are 
living in an even mure lavish style than myself”

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Column A 
Funeral home 
soliciting — 
a legal maze

An elderly woman who just found out her husband was 


terminally ill went home from the hospital only to find a 
brochure from a cemetery and funeral home in her 
mailbox. 


A young married couple was startled one evening when 


a cemetery lot salesman driving a shiny white Chrysler 
drove up to their house, knocked on the door and said he 
was conducting a survey. Two days later he was back, car- 
ting a personalized portfolio which he said was tailored to 
meet their future needs. 


Another woman received a blank card from a funeral 


home which offers'' instant credit'' in case of a death in the 
family. 


The above are a few of the incidents which occurred 


recently in Lincoln. 


Four of Lincoln's five funeral home directors told 


reporters they believe such practices are in poor taste; 
and, 
legal questions about such practices are being 


examined by the attorney general's office. 


Nebraska Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas told The Star the 


state Health Department has asked for an opinion on 
questions about the legality of alleged practices by Lincoln 
Memorial Funeral Home in the areas of advertising 
matters contained within the advertising, and prepayment 
of funeral services. 


While Nebraska law bans solicitation by morticians, 


the law does not clearly define what solicitation is. 


. The Health Department, which oversees the licensing 


of morticians in the state, requested the opinion in 
response to inquiries about Lincoln Memorial Funeral 
Home's practices and requests from outstate funeral direc- 
tors for a clarification of the law, according to Examining 
Boards chief Rex Higley. 


Questions about Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home's ac- 


tivities were prompted by the unique position held by the 
funeral home. It sits on'the grounds of Lincoln Memorial 
Park Cemetery. While legally separated, they are linked 
geographically and have several common stockholders. 


According to Phil Sidles, president of Provident 


Savings and Loan, he his son Frank C. "Bud" Sidles, 
Suzaine B. Guenzel, Carl W. Olson and Frank L: Karnes Jr. 
are stockholders in both corporations. 


Several people reported that during conversations with 


cemetery salesmen, information about the funeral home 
also was outlined. 


When contacts are made by the cemetery sales staff, 


consumers frequently inquire about the funeral home, ac- 
cording to Bud Sidles. 


He said the sales staff is instructed not to discuss the 


funeral home but to refer any inquiries directly to the Lin- 
coln Memorial Funeral Home director. Sales persons may 
leave brochures containing information on both the 
cemetery and funeral home and the phone numbers of 
each. 


Any mailings or distribution of brochures jointly spon- 


sored by the cemetery and funeral home are merely a 
means of advertising Sidles said. 


Robert Garey of Hastings, executive director of the 


Nebraska Funeral Directors Association, admitted there is 
a wide range of interpretations over what constitutes 
solicitation. In attempting to circumvent the law, practices 
can be "overt or covert," he said. 


Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home stood alone in suppor- 


ting a proposed change in state law introduced in 
Nebraska's Legislature this session. Although the bill was 
killed in committee, many expect it to surface again. 


The proposed change would legalize solicitation by 


funeral homes, authorize price advertising of funeral costs 
and allow morticians to keep a percentage of money placed 
in trust funds for funerals arranged in advance. 


Solicitation by morticians has been legalized in many 


states and has "opened the door" for all kinds of abuses, 
Garey said. 


In other states, solicitation has gotten out of hand. 


Charles Roper of Roper and Sons Mortuary asserted. Mor- 
ticians pay commissions to nurses, nurses' aides, am- 
bulance attendants and even ministers to recommend a 
certain funeral home to a family which has bad a death. 
Robert Metcalf of Metcalf Funeral Home said salesmen 
have searched hospital lists, visited nursing homes and 
preyed upon widows-and the elderly seeking business. 


But. according to Lincoln Memorial Funeral Home - 


Manager Clifford Lant, such a change in the law would 
promote consumer protection and increase the public's 
knowledge of funeral services and costs. 


Under existing law, cemetery associations can go door- 


to-door selling grave sites, crypts and memorials. The 
proposed bill would open the way for morticians to solicit 
business. 


Lant defends his firm's practices as a means for 


opening up the funeral industry to public inspection. The 
more the consumer knows, the better of f be is in dealing 
with death, he said. 


AH five funeral homes say only a small percentage of 


their present business is prearranged. Lant thinks it will 
skyrocket to more than 60% in the future. 


Under Nebraska's existing "100%" law governing 


prepayment for funeral services, if the individual changes 
his or her mind or moves, all of the funds plus accrued in- 
terest are refunded. Otherwise the interest is used to offset 
any inflationary increases between the time the contract 
was made and the death of the person. 


Under the change proposed in the Legislature, mor- 


ticians in Nebraska, as in some other states, would retain 
20 i off the top to pay for administration and handling costs 
and to pay commissions to salesmen for drumming op 
more funeral services. 


Garey said the funeral directors group feels the 20% 


foe results in a "ioUapatooza" for the promoter. Under 
such arrangments. funeral services are sold but no service 
is rendered at the time of collection. 


"Volume is the name of the game/' be said. For in- 


stance, a mortician who sells 1,090 funerals at $1.000 each 
keeps 20r;' or 9200X00 for himself, Garey said. 


If soliciting were allowed under SBC* terms, Dick 


Wadlow of Wadlow's Mortuary said, "It would boil down to 
a scramble of who could pot toe most people out on the 
street" 


If that kind of "beating the doors for business" were 


allowed. Ken Maser of HodgmaD-SpUin-Roberts Mortuary 
said funeral costs would increase to help pay the 
salesmen"* salaries 


According to Lant the public would be protected from 


any shady operations because misrepresentation and fraud 
would tf illegal, and each funeral home's reputation would 
be at sljke.

Terrorists release two women

They were taken to a hospital in nearby 


Groningen where their husbands and other 
relatives were waiting. A doctor said the 
women "are looking very well, both physical- 
ly and psychologically." 


Reporters were not permitted to interview 


them.

Agt said he was "extremely happy" over the 
release but added he did not see "any reason 
to be optimistic" that the twin sieges of the

Future uncertain for short-lived teaching success

An educational experiment at the 


Juvenile Attention Center has been a 
short-lived success but faces an uncer- 
tain future- 


Youths detained at the center have 


been receiving daily instruction since 
mid-April by Lincoln Public Schools 
teacher Kay Prowant. 


Mrs. Prowant left Friday for 


summer vacation with no assurance 
that her job at the center will resume in 
the fall. 


She has been giving the young 


residents basic English, math and 
social studies instruction and helping 
them keep from falling behind in their 
studies while being held out of school 
awaiting court action. 


The center is a pre-trial holding 


facility for youths scheduled for 
hearings in adult or juvenile court. 


Mrs. Prowant's salary for teaching 


three hours a day at the center has been 
paid entirely by the Lincoln Public 
Schools, but "we have no commitment 
by anyone to extend the program for 


next year." said center Director Jon 
Hill. 


The major complication has been 


that some residents of the center do not 
live in the Lincoln School District. 


In a recent survey, out of 450 Lan- 


caster County youths held at the 
center, 'six were from other districts 
than Lincoln. Hill said. 


About 80 ' of the youths held there 


since the center opened in January 1976 
have been from Lancaster Bounty The 
rest are from other parts of the state or 
out of Nebraska. Hill said. 


Mrs. Prowant — who says he is 


qualified to teach any junior high sub- 
ject — obviously enjoys working with 
the detained youths. 


"It's fun.1t s a challenge." she says. 
When she comes to work each day. 


she never knows what mixture of 
students will confront her because of 
the center's ever-changing population. 


Those under 16 are required to par- 


ticipate, but the older ones usually join 
in. she says. 


Activities range from "straight" 


math and language drills to crossword 
puzzles and games requiring verbal and 
logical skills 


"These kids have good minds." she 


says. She likes to get them to talk about 
values and practical problems of living, 
such as getting a job and balancing a 
checkbook 


The Lincoln youths get Lincoln 


Public School credit for their work with 
Mrs. Prowant. She works with their 
classroom teachers when possible to 
get assignments, and materials so they 
won't fall behind. 


A world traveler, who has moved her 


residence some 40 times in her 41-year 
lifetime, she has worked in many- 
different school situations. 


"I try to make school fun." she says 
She has two teenagers of her own and 


has acted as parent to six foster 
children 


To continue the program full time 


rather than part time next fall would 
cost about $9.600, Hill estimates He 
hopes the county will pick up the fun- 
ding, if the school system cannot.

touched off a night of fighting, looting and

thousands of rock- and beer can-throwing 
demonstrators, many of them demanding 
Puerto Hiean independence from the 
United States, forced about 200 policemen 
to withdraw for reinforcements and 
prevented lire trucks from reaching a bur- 
ning three-story building 


Club-swinging officers backed b> 


mounted police finally restored calm 
around midnight After a predawn rain 
dampened the smoldering embers, only 
litter, the burned-out building, stores with 
windows smashed and wrecked cars 
remained as reminders of the havoc in the 
H u m b o l d t Park area on the near 
Northwest Side 


Among the injured were 38 policemen 


and three firemen Most were treated at 
hospitals and released 


The disturbance Saturday, which at 97 


degrees was the hottest day so far this 
year, followed by hours of bombing at city 
hall m which no one was hurt and came 
just three days before Chicago holds a 
special mayoral election to replace the 
late Richard J Dalev.

Responsibility for the blast — just down 


the hall Irom the office of acting Mayor 
Michael Bilandic — -was immediately 
claimed by a militant group that ad- 
vocates Puerto Rican independence. 


Authorities estimated that up to 3,000 


persons were involved in the disturbance, 
which followed a parade marking the 
freeing ol Puerto Rico from Spain. 


During the melee, persons throwing 


rocks and beer cans prevented firefighters 
from reaching the burning three-story 
building, which housed a discount store on 
the first floor. Seventeen police vehicles 
were damaged, including two set afire by 
vandals Officials had dollar estimate of 
the damage. 


Police First Deputy Supt. Carl Dobrich 


said police were investigating the 
possibility that the disturbance may have 
been touched off by gang rivalry that left 
Rafael Cru/, 25, and Julio Osono, 26, both 
dead ol gunshot wounds 


Witnesses and police said trouble 


erupted in the late afternoon which Osono 
shot Cru/, as the Latin Kings and the rival 
Spanish Cobras were celebrating in the 
park following the parade. Osono was in 
turn shot to death by police when he fired 
at the officers. 


Witnesses said that as police were 


taking another suspect 
in the gang 


shooting to a patrol wagon, he began 
resisting Eiiorts to subdue him angered 


picnickers, who had come to the park 
iollowing the parade, and they began 
hurling objects, they said. 


Dobrich said, "From what I know, one 


Puerto Rican shot and hit another and 
then began shooting at police who first 
came to the scene. The police returned the 
fire and the people just got out of hand." 


The disturbance was the worst in the 


Latin community since June 1966, when 
seven persons were shot, more than 25 in- 
jured and 37 arrested in two nights of 
rioting. 


The city hall bombing occurred while 


Bilandic was with a large segment of the 
community of 80,000 Puerto Ricans who 
lived in Chicago viewing the-Puerto Rican 
parade down State Street. 


Bilandic, who became acting mayor 


when Daley died, is seeking election to the 
job on Tuesday. He faces only token op- 
position. 


An anonymous telephone caller to a 


broadcast station said the Armed Forces 
of National Liberation (FALN), a Puerto 
Rican separatist group, took responsibili- 
ty lor the explosion. 


Windows on the fifth story of the

He said the loss 
of that battle was the beginning of the end of 
the Confederacy in Arkansas. 


State Rep. Bill Ramsey of Prairie Grove, a 


proponent of the ravine site, said, "There's 
just not going to be any location that will 
please everybody. I feel strongly that it needs 
to be built, ftly local people are really up in the 
air about it. They say what right does an out- 
sider have to come and tell us where to build 
this thing?" 


Davies said the site has not been ruled out 


and he hopes to "come up with something that 


at least will satisfy most folks. 


"We are faced with splitting the difference 


between historical integrity and the day-to-day 
operation and interpretation of the park," he 
sa,id. 


Russell said opponents have proposed 


several alternate sites on the battleground 150 
miles northwest of Little Rock, but he said 
park officials insist the ravine is the best loca- 
tion. 


"It's just obstinacy," said Russell. "No valid 


argument has been presented for destroying 
the historical significance of that piece of 
land." 


Amateur Civil War historian Pat Horan of 


nearby Fayetteville agrees that locating the 
building in the ravine would detract from the 


effort to preserve the site. He wants public 
hearings on the issue. 


"The apex of the long march of Union Gen. 


Francis J. Herron was right there in that 
ravine." Horan said. "It was probably one of 
the fastest, most spectacular Union marches 
of the war. Gen. Herron initiated the battle at 
the end of that march." 


Horan estimated that Confederate Maj. Gen. 


Thomas C. Hindman of Arkansas had 12.000 
troops against 14,000 Union troops. Counting 
men killed, wounded and missing, there were 
4,251 Union casualties and 1,317 Confederate 
casualties, he said. 


The ravine today, Horan said, "is a quiet 


place. It's not easy to see, but once you see it, 
it becomes very central to the battlefield."

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Farm can use 
even less fuel

If we ever have to limit fael 


to farmers, the University of 
Nebraska Department of 
Agricultural Engineering is 
ready 
with 
specific 


suggestions on how to get along 
with less. 


"Farmers as a whole do a 


darn good job of using their 
fuel. Industry could learn a lot 
from them, but most farmers 
could still shave their fuel use 
by 10% if they had to," said Dr. 
Leonard Bashford, professor 
of agricultural engineering. 


Bashford and research assis- 


tant Dave Shelton have been 
studying fuel use on 100 
Nebraska farms and ranches 
for about a year. "We still 
don't have a full year's data 
collected but already we can 
see some areas where farmers 
can save some money*," 
Shelton said. 


''At least one farmer traded 


in a four-wheel-drive pickup 
when he learned how much 
fuel the thing was using. And in 
another case there was a 20% 
difference in fuel efficiency 
between two nearly identical 
tractors," Shelton said. 


"Farmers tend to buy fuel in 


bulk, often as much as 2,000 
gallons at a time. They just fill 
their tanks and go so that they 
often don't notice a fuel inef- 
ficiency, V Bashford said. 


Spotlight On 
Agriculture 


The answer is to keep 


records on each piece of fuel- 
using equipment — from the 
lawn mower and chain saw to 
the largest tractor on the 
place. Then the individual 
vehicle can be evaluated. The 
results are sometimes 
startling. 


"Their love affair with a 


four-wheel-drive pickup is a 
surprising fuel user. Some of 
the trucks only get three to 
four miles a gallon. They tend 
to be used for a lot of things 
that they really aren't needed 
for," Shelton said. 


Farmers sometimes use a 


big tractor where they could 
use a smaller tractor, but 
Bashford warns that smaller 
isn't necessarily better and 
can be dangerous. 


"Too small a tractor on a big 


load of hay can leave you with 
the tail wagging the dog. You 
don't need much power to pull 
it, but you do need a lot of 
weight in the tractor or you 
will find you can't hold the load 
on a hill," he said. 


Small tractors can be safely 


and efficiently used for jobs 
like spraying and raking hay 
with significant fuel savings. 
But a big tractor can be fairly 
fuel efficient if the farmer will 
raise the gear to a higher 
number but throttle back. 


''This can be better than 


overloading a small tractor in 
terms of fuel efficiency," 


A little tractor can be more fuel-etticient for some farm jobs. 
Bashford said. 


Shelton said the greatest fuel 


savings can be realized by 
reading the manual that comes 
with a tractor, combine or 
tillage machine. 


"The people who made the 


machinery know how it should 
be adjusted and maintained. 
You can save a lot of fuel in 
your shop on a rainy day by 
making fuel efficiency 
adjustments and doing simple 
maintenance chores like 
changing spark plugs," he 
said. 


Minimum tillage, irrigation 


scheduling, natural air drying 
of grain and soil testing to 


avoid fertilizer overuse are 
also factors in the total amount 
of fuel used on farms. 


"I don't think we will see 


farmers going back to horses. I 
don't think corn will be dried in 
corncnbs either. It takes too 
much labor. It would take too 
much time to develop good 
work horse breeds and too 
much land to grow feed for 
them," Bashford said. 


Horses still are used in the 


Sandhills for some haying 
operations and for working 
cattle, but many farmers and 
ranchers like the pickup for 
checking cattle. "You can't 
air-condition a horse or rnake- 


it as comfortable to ride as a 
pickup. We do think a farmer 
ought to know what it costs 
him to have the comfort but he 
has every right to it." 
Bashford said. "Until city 
folks give up their air- 
conditioned offices, farmers 
can keep their air-conditioned 
tractor cabs but they ought to 
know it may be taking eight to 
10 horsepower." 


Even if farmers do cut back 


on fuel by W,'r, it won't have a 
major effect on the national 
fuel supply because farmers 
use less than 4'n of the fuel in 
the nation. "Industry needs to 
look at what farmers are doing

to save fuel. They could learn a 
lot about fuel efficiency," 
Bashford said.

Outbreaks prompt 
swine moving rules 


Washington - Interstate shipping rules aimed at preven- 


ting the spread of pseudorabies, a serious disease of swine and 
other livestock, have been proposed by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA). 


According to officials of USDA's Animal and Plant Health 


Inspection Service, tire number and severity of pseudorabies 
outbreaks have increased dramatically in recent years, causing 
serious losses for many swine producers. Swine industry 
representatives have requested government help in containing 
the disease. 


Pseudorabies — also called Aujeszky's disease, mad itch, 


and infectious bulbar paralysis — is a virus-caused disease 
primarily affecting swine. It can also affect cattle, sheep and' 
other livestock, sometimes causing death. There is no danger to 
human beings, however, either from contact with infected 
animals or from eating meat. 


Under the proposed regulations: 
—Interstate movement of all livestock — swine or other 


farm animals — exhibiting mcoordmation, excitability and 
other clinical signs of the disease would be halted. 


—Infected or exposed livestock not showing clinical signs 


could be moved under permit directly to slaughter with no un- 
loading en route. Infected or exposed swine would have to be 
identified by distinctive earmark. 


—Breeding swine, not known to be infected or exposed, 


could be moved interstate only if accompanied by a health cer- 
tificate completed by an animal health official or accredited 
veterinarian. This would contain identifying information and 
show the animals were properly tested and found negative 


—Other swine (feeder pigs and slaughter hogs), not known 


to be infected or exposed, could be moved without restriction 
the first year interstate rules were in effect. After that, such 
swine could be moved only from states that required reporting 
of suspected or confirmed cases and placed them under quaran- 
tine. The year's delay would allow states time to enact 
necessary laws or regulations. 


—Livestock other than swine, not known to be infected with 


or exposed to pseudorabies, could be moved interstate without 
restriction. 


—The proposed regulations also would require thorough 


cleaning and dismtecting of all vehicles, facilities and premises 
involved in the interstate movement of pseudorabies-mfected or 
exposed swine or other livestock. 


The proposal was published in the Federal Register on May 


27 Interested persons will have until July 26 to file written com- 
ments.

He said the 
device is important in fitting 
particle size of feedstuffs to 
the best nutritional response in 
cattle. 


The mechanism is made up 


of a senes of four 15-inch-wide 
trays, with boles that range in 
size from '* inch square to 1 
inch square. Von Bargen said. 
The trays are placed one over 
the other, in order of bole size, 
with the largest at UK top. The 
entire device shakes back and 
forth allowing the particles to 
drop through the holes. 


"After we have finished 


^grinding hay, well oat the 
material on the highest tray 
and turn the shaker on for a 
certain penod of time.

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Lean and hungry or well fed 
is crux of state school aid 


There is no real doubt that Lincoln 


Public Schools will ask for less local tax 
money for their 1977-78 budget than 
would be the case were it not for in- 
creased state aid to education. That, 
however, is not the whole ball of wax. 


Four years ago state aid was started 


and now amounts to the equivalent of 
about 11 mills in the total Lincoln school 
Budget. In 1977-78, state aid goes up and 
the total mill levy equivalency for Lin- 
coln schools will be about 13.3. On school 
district property, that would produce 
about $6.6 million, which is what Lincoln 
is estimated to receive in state aid for 
the coming year. 


The question is whether the Lincoln 


district would have the same budget 
today without state aid. Would the dis- 
trict, through 1977-78, have added on that 
same $6.6 million, another 13.3 mills, to 
its budget if it had to face Lincoln 
property taxpayers in the process? 


Without state aid. would the Lincoln 


school district property tax levy be 71 
mills, as compared to the 57.7 mills it is 
with state aid coming in? Or, would local 


taxpayer wrath be such that the school 
board would not have found it expedient 
to raise the property tax to such heights? 


There is no question at all that, 


politically, any school board would find it 
easier to spend state aid than local tax 
dollars. It's a little like an individual 
spending money given to him on one 
hand and the money he had to work for 
on the other. 


None of this is an indictment of local 


school officials or any insinuation that 
local spending is improper or foolhardy. 
The money, admittedly, all goes for a 
good cause and most of us want good 
schools. 


But state aid represents local 


budgeting from a well-fed point of view 
and the local property tax represents 
budgeting from a lean and hungry point 
of view. 


There is no way you can settle with 


complete objectivity the impact of state 
aid on local property taxes. You simply 
have to take what facts there are and 
decide for yourself what spending levels 
would be both with and without the state 
aid. 


Law hits high and low 


Last week was one in which the 


judiciary set a ringing example of the 
equality of the law. U.S. District Court 
Judge.- Robert Denney, Omaha, 
sentenced two individuals to jail terms 
for failure to file a federal income tax 
return 


The significance of that is that such 


an offense is often put into the white- 
collar category. Sometimes the courts 
have seemed to show far more leniency 
in income tax cases involving thousands 
of dollars than in bad check or forgery 
cases involving much smaller amounts. 


The public notion of that has been 


that the so-called big guy gets off lightly 
on a tax case while the little guy gets it in 
the neck for other crimes. 


But that was not the end of it. A 


Madison County judge in Nebraska has 
ordered a hearing on a speeding ticket 
given a state senator. 


Dismissal of the ticket had been 


requested, as is customary, under law 
providing for immunity from prosecu- 
tion for state senators while the 
Legislature is in session. At issue in the 
case is exactly what kind of offenses are 
covered by the legislative immunity 
provision. 


But again, the law came down on a 


state senator, just as it might against 
any ordinary citizen. 


On the national scene, the U.S. 


Supreme Court disbarred from practice 
before it, former Lincolnite and attorney 
G. Bradford Cook. Cook's problems 
stemmed from charges of giving false 
testimony to a New York grand jury con- 
cerning his activities as chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 


And finally, U.S. District Court 


Judge John Sirica set a date for John 
Mitchell and H.R. Haldeman, former 
members of the Nixon team involved in 
the Watergate coverup, to begin serving 
their jail terms. They face a sentence of 
30 months to eight years in prison. 


None of those national cases involves 


average people. They all are concerned 
with individuals well known on the 
national scene and successful in promi- 
nent careers. 


Certainly, the judicial system cannot 


be said to be perfect and injustices are 
no doubt perpetrated through it from 
time to time. But all the actions stated 
here are strong testimony to the fact that 
the courts make every effort to let the 
weight of justice fall where it might and 
without favoritism to professional 
achievement, social status or economic 
success.

By December of 
that year. Brezhnev succeeded 
in getting him evicted from the 
secretariat of the Communist 
party and. in effect, kicked up- 
stairs to the presidency, where 
he had much less political 
power. 


Nevertheless. Podgorny

Now, about those chromosomes ... 


Washington — Hell hath no fury like a 


woman scorned, or so the saying goes. 
But perhaps we might update it: Hell 
hath no fury like an Equal Rights 
Amendment advocate' confronted with 
the legal implications of hereditary 
male-female 
d i f f e r e n c e s 
in 


intellectually-related chromosomes. 


A sweeping biological statement, I 


admit. But the scientific community 
recognizes, albeit with little attendant 
publicity, that there are "fairly well es- 
tablished" sexual differences in 
thinking. Women excel in verbal abili- 
ty, while men are better at spatial and 
analytical tasks. And, as I noted in a 
previous column that raised feminist 
hackles, the explanation seems to lie in 
different chromosomes. Spatial ability 
is carried by a recessive sex-linked 
gene. According to scientific studies, 
men and women receive this trait in 
different ratios — about 50% of the men 
get it, only 25% of the women. 
Meanwhile, scientists have tentatively 
shown that male hormones are linked 
to aggressiveness and perhaps to in- 
creased intelligence. 


Very little of this information is 


exactly Page One news in America's 
equality-minded press, and I can un- 
derstand why. It is inflammatory and 
subject to distortion. 


But it is also, as I argued, at least 


peripherally relevant to the debate 
over ratification of the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment to the Constitution. 
And the reason why should be obvious. 


The Equal Rights Amendment, as 


readers will recall, provides as 
follows: "... Equality of rights under 
the law shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States or by any state on 
account of sex." 


What that language may mean is 


already the subject of considerable and 
heated debate. A lot of women try to 
argue that it simply requires that peo- 
ple be given an equal opportunity on the 
basis of their individual qualifications, 
not on the basis of their sex. 


Alas, it's not so easy to judge 


qualifications in some fields without 
considering sex (or perhaps con- 
sidering chromosomes — I'll get to that 
in a minute). Secondly, in the last few 
years and under already existing law, 
the yardstick of personal qualification 
has often given way to the quota 
systems and affirmative action 
programs of group equality. In such a 
situation, we are not talking about 
measurement of individual capability 
but employment by group membership. 


For example, 
hypothesize

system or affirmative action require- 
ment on two vocations: nuclear 
engineering and advertising. In view of 
the proven differences between men 
and women in spatial-relations linked 
chromosomes — twice as many men 
have them as women — shouldn't the 
government set different male-female 
quotas in nuclear engineering than in 
advertising? Shouldn't the relevant 
sexual differences between men and 
women be a valid reason for setting 
different vocational quotas or employ- 
ment "targets"? Present law is tricky 
enough, but a constitutional amend- 
ment would set non-differentiation in 
bio-legal cement. 


Another point: Biological differences 


between men and women may also be 
valid grounds for discrimination by 
state and local police departments. In 
mid-May, a federal district court in 
Southern 
California rejected 


egalitarian arguments that present Los 
Angeles Police Department height and 
weight requirements amount to un- 
constitutional discrimination against 
women. But if the Equal Rights 
Amendment were to become law, that 


same decision — hotly controverted un- 
der existing statutes — might not be 
possible. 


Surely, though, the clear scientific 


evidence 
of 
greater 
male 


aggressiveness (and not just different 
size) ought to bolster the merely 
physical argument by U.S. District 
Judge Jesse W. Curtis: "Certainly a 
sane chief of police would not dispatch 
a group of women of average female 
height, weight and strength to contain a 
public uprising such as the Watts riot 
when the same number of males 
possessing the height, strength and 
weight of average males are 
available." But ERA ratification might 
conceivably move law-enforcement in 
just this direction. 


It's not a black and white argument. 


And I don't agree with the standard 
anti-ratification case made by Mrs. 
Phyllis Schlafly and her associates — 
that ERA could eliminate laws (from 
alimony to provisions for separate 
restrooms) hitherto protecting women. 
But it does seem entirely reasonable to 
question whether ERA might not 
further interfere with valid sexual 
employment distinctions in fields like 
engineering, the military and police 
work.

These stood out in the 1977 Unicameral 


Before we write the 1977 Legislature 


off for the year, let's talk a little about 
the personalities who made it what it 
was. 


You get to know a lot about those 49 


senators when you sit with them for 90 
. days. Like the rest of us, each is dis- 
tinctly different. 


There is some real talent in that 


Legislature, but it is mostly composed 
of very ordinary people — just as it 
should be, I suppose, if we really 
believe in the system of representative 
democracy. 


I am not alone in believing that you 


could walk out on the street, pick 49 
people at random and put together a 
legislative body not much unlike the 
one the voters choose at the polls. 


The Nebraska Legislature exhibits 


all of the human frailties and most of 
our strengths. Some senators can be 
terribly petty. Others display great 
character under pressure. 


It's not as bad a collection of in- 


dividuals as you probably think. 
Neither is it as good as it probably 
should be. But we have only ourselves 
to blame if that is true for it is we who 
choose the Legislature's members. 


Let's look at some of them. 


Ernie Chambers probably has the 


most star quality among the current 
members. My guess would be that he 
probably is also the best known. Only 
Dick Marvel could compete on those 
terms. 


Chambers can be an outstanding 


orator, at his best when he is the most 
emotionally involved in an issue. He 
has the quickest mind in the place and 
probably shares the best intellect with 
Doug Bereuter. 


It is Ernie whom the school kids look 


for when they come to visit, sometimes 
hanging over the balcony to ask 
reporters when Chambers is likely to 
speak. 


Jerry Warner may be the most 


eminently fair member of the 
Legislature. Hard-working, persistent, 
determined, he enjoyed phenomenal 
success as appropriations chairman 
this year. 


The budget came from a nine- 


member committee, but it was chiefly 
the product of one man, Jerry Warner, 
assisted and supplemented by 
Bereuter. 


With few exceptions, the Warner 


budget prevailed both in the committee 
and on the floor. 


Three masters of maneuver also 


chalked up successful sessions. They 
are Frank Lewis, Loran Schhiit and 
John DeCamp. Only Schmit might feel 
uncomfortable with that label. 


Lewis was the floor leader for Jerry 


Koch's school aid bill. DeCamp stepped 
in when needed on a number of vital 
issues, and was instrumental in helping 
save the criminal code.

Unicameral's most effective, floor 
speakers. He is clear, concise, in- 
formed and wastes nary a word. 


Koch's school aid bill made his ses-

Dick Marvel had what must have 


been his most enjoyable session in a 
decade. Giving away the ap- 
propriations chairmanship which had 
long since become an unpleasant 
burden for him. Man-el was able to 
relax and concentrate on other 
matters. 


Quiet, gentlemanly Maurice Kremer 


stored up some more good will and 
trust which he will surely need when he 
attempts to gently push a water 
program through the Unicameral. That 
could come next year. 


Sam Cullan grew all session, learned 


the game well and is now in position to 
have force and influence as a senator. 


Sure, there are others who came out 


of the 1977 session stronger than they 
went in.

Washington — When Jimmy Carter 


first braced Andrew Young about 
becoming ambassador to the United 
Nations, Young balked. He would 
prefer, he told Carter, to remain in the 
House of Representatives. He would be 
more effective there. 


But Carter, obviously beguiled by the 


symbolic value of sending a black man 
to the U.N., persisted, and finally 
Young agreed. As it has turned out, 
Andy Young was probably right the 
first time. The U.N. isn't ready for 
him, indeed may never be. and for the 
first time there is beginning to be talk 
within the administration that the 
Young appointment is not an unmixed 
blessing. 


Not that the President himself has 


given any hint of softening his commit- 
ment. On the contrary. Carter's public 
expressions of support for Young have 
been reinforced repeatedly by similar 
private expressions. The fart is that 
none of Young's controversial thrusts. 
not even the roost outspoken, con- 
tradict Carter's own strong if un- 
expressed views. 


But what the White House has begun 


to recognize is that Andy Young — 
perhaps more because of the rigidity of 
the system than his own failures — is 
running the nsk of losing his credibility 
where he cannot afford to do so, "The 
danger." as one senior Carter adviser 
put it. "is that he won't be taken 
seriously by other people." Carter, he 
said, has taken "the long view" and 
expected the controversy to pass as 
Young learned on his own that there 
are limits to how outspoken he can be

Mills said Ingersol's apartment was gutted by the fire, 


while the rest of the apartments on the third floor sustained in- 
tense heat, smoke and water damage. The first and second 
floors, he said, had water damage. 


The first floor housed Fahey's Pub, a favorite Irish 


watering hole, particularly on St. Patrick's Day, while other 
apartment units were on the second floor, Mills said. 


Mills said the fire had "burned for quite some time" before 


the alarm was turned in and when firemen arrived flames were 
"coming out the windows and shooting out the roof" where 
Ingersol's apartment was located. 


Mills said firemen used oxygen masks to enter the brick 


structure and bring the flames under control within 45 minutes.

It's a swinging family affair! 
And for the families of members of the 


Swingers Girls' Softball team, the game 
becomes — as one team member 
expressed — "our whole summer, I 
guess." 


Having a junior high school softball 


player on a team like the Swingers takes 
more teamwork than spectators see on the 
diamond. 


"You always have to be set and ready to 


go at a moment's notice," said Nancy 
Erisman, one of the mothers arriving in 
plenty of time for an 8 p.m. game, 
originally scheduled for 9:30 p.m., 
cancelled, and rescheduled again the same 
night. 


"Whatever it takes ... we just work 


around it," she said about fitting the soft- 
ball team's schedule into her family's life. 


"On game nights we have a casserole 


and away we go," said another mother. A 
few admitted that getting the family to the 
game on time sometimes means "just 
grabbing a bite on the run." 


"It usually means leaving the dishes," 


said Sharon Baade, who commented the 
family was ready to leave for the first 
game of the season when she realized the 
Thermos hadn't been washed from the 
weekend outing. 


"I threw it in the dish water without 


noticing that it had mud on the bottom. It 
ruined the water for further dishwashing, 
so I just drained it out and away we went. 
I'll worry about the rest of the dishes when 
we get home," she said. 


For those families with more than one 


child at home or with both parents 
working or involved in activities, the 
schedule sometimes becomes even more 
hectic. 


For example, an older daughter of Dean 


and Irene Oswald is being married this 
season and "we're going to take out half a 
day for the wedding," they said. 


But Swinger Melody Oswald is praying 


for rain because there's a tournament that 
weekend which she doesn't want to miss. 


Penny Pappas, beginning her fourth 


year as a Swinger, said things get a little 
hectic at the Pappas house because the 
family lives in Waverly and her parents 
are also involved in softball. 


"On a few nights I'm missing parents at 


the games," Penny said, noting that her 
mother also plays on a women's softball 
team. 


How does Nick Pappas decide which 


game to attend when both his wife and 
daughter's teams are playing? Well, since 
he coaches his wife's team, the choice is 
pretty well made for him. 


When practices become more frequent 


before tournaments, Penny stays in town 
with a friend who lives near the diamond 
instead of being transported back and 
forth between Waverly and Lincoln. 


"But we don't really have any problems 


with other things interfering," .'Penny 
said, adding, "Softball is my whole 
summer, I guess." 


But "whatever it takes" to get to the 


games, parents get to 90% of the Swinger 
games, said Mrs. Erisman who noted that 
either one or both parents try to make it to 
every game. 


Irene Oswald may hold some sort of 


record for game attendance. Last year she 
saw 85 games of the Swingers' 86-game 
season. And she and her husband even 
traveled to Binghamtonv N.Y., when the 
girls played in the nationals last year. 
. Troubled with arthritis, Mrs. Oswald 
gets to the games even if she has to be 
carried in a lawn chair from the car to join 
the Swingers' fans. 


The Oswalds also plan to go to the 


nationals in Texas this year if the team is 
fortunate enough to go again. Noting that 
Lincoln didn't have a girls' softball league 
when their two older daughters played 
softball a few years back, the Oswalds 
said they traveled to Omaha twice a week 
then so the girls could play. 


"We have a car we live in," they said. 
And the softball diamond has practically 


become a home away from home for 
Swingers Coach Dick Reinmiller and his 
wife, Kay. 


A junior high teacher, Reinmiller 


started coaching the Swingers in 1969. 
Unlike many coaches, he had never played 
softball or baseball in his life but became 
interested when his wife played on a soft- 
ball team.

Asparagus goes to tops soon 


Editor's Note: This column of 


questions and answers about gar- 
dening is being prepared with the 
assistance of Brent Hoadley, Lan- 
caster County agent-horticulture. 
Questions are those submitted by 
readers and those most frequently 
asked of Dr. Hoadley. 


Q. When should 1 let my asparagus go to 


tops'.' 


A. When the spear size becomes smaller 


in carlv to mid-June, let asparagus grow 
and form fern tups. This will produce food 
lur the plant for next year's crop. 


y. Is there anything 1 should be doing 


with my ever-bearing strawberries now? 


A. Thin nut the old non-bearing plants 


and encourage new plants by fertilizing 
tor more pnJduction later on in the year. 


Q. How do 1 keep grasshoppers out of 


A. i'se regular all-purpose vegetable 


gardi'ii dust or spray. Look for source of 
gras>h'ippers. Weeds or tall grass areas 
surrounding the garden may be the source 
ami if these areas are controlled, 
grasshoppers may not be such pests in the 
garden 


l{. Should I rc:ni've seed heads from 


pc"n;v.-. liiar.s and other perennials which 
have iiowered'.' 


Garden Line 


A. Yes. Seed heads will take away from 


production of leaves of the remainder of 
the plant. It is best to remove them. 


Q. When are gooseberries ripe? 
A. Normally gooseberries get a little 


softer and turn blush pink or purple when 
they are ripe. The berries are usually 
sweeter if harvested when quite ripe. 


Q. Is Blossomset an effective product? 


A. Yes. this type of product is effective 


for pollinating and fertilization of plants. 
They are useful wiien adverse weather 
conditions prevent normal fertilization 
and pollination of the flower. 


y. My onions are going to seed. Why and 


what can be done? 


A. Many onions that were started from 


too-large sets will end up going to seed 
first and may not be of as good keeping 
quality as other onions. Break out seed 
heads and when harvested, use those 
onions with thicker necks first. 


Q. Is it feasible now to sprav my 


raspberry bed with a Bordeaux mixture? 


A. No." this is not the right time. A 


Bordeaux mixture should be used as a 
delayed dormant spray early in the season 
before growth starts. At this time, spray 
with another fungicide. It is better to app- 
iy Ferbam or Captam right after harvest. 


Q. Something is eating my annual 


flowers including my petunias. What can I 
do about it? 


A. This may be the variegated cutworm 


which feed on everything. Spray with 
Diazinon or Sevin soaking the plant and 
soil below. 


Q. What do I do to control purslane in 


my garden beds? 


A. The annual weed, purslane, can best 


be controlled by cleaning up the area and 
using pre-emergent weed cover on areas 
making sure the cover is one appropriate 
to use on that particular garden crop. 
Dicamba could be used as a post-emergent 
spray over plants but not in garden area 
where it could damage crops as well.

Have car checked out 
before traveling along 


A stalled car on today's high-speed roads can be a frightening 


and dangerous experience. Before setting out on your next trip, 
whether it be to the grocery store or to the Grand Canyon, having 
your car tuned may save risk or towing expense. 


Rollin Schnieder, Extension safety specialist at the Universi- 


ty of Nebraska-Lincoln says several things should be checked. 


Among items he should check are tires, including the spare; 


the steering system: the brakes; hoses and belts; and fluid 
levels, including water, oil, master brake cylinder, power 
steering reservoir, transmission, differential, and battery. 


Also to be checked are windshield wipers and washer; the 


exhaust system; all the lights; and the front end alignment. 


A long trip at sustained highway speeds means "safety up" 


not just "gas up," he says. 


If your car is air conditioned, keep the condenser and 


radialor clean of bugs and leaves. This can be done by brushing 
and vacuuming them from the front. Such precautions, will pre- 
vent overheating especially in slow summer traffic. 


Nevertheless, highway problems can occur. So Schnieder 


suggests carrying these items in the car for use in an emergency; 
flares, a portable electric light or lantern and a first-aid kit and 
manual. Furthermore you should have a fire extinguisher, a tow 
strap or chain, a jack and lug wrench and kitchen matches in a 
waterproof container.

Harris: Inflation fears continue to rise

Public fears about inflation 


continue to rise. They have 
made the American people 
pessimistic about 
the 


prospects for a solid economic 
recovery and increasingly 
worried about the possibility of 
a renewed recession next year. 
This has happened despite the 
feeling that the employment 
picture is improving. 


The public outlook on the 


economy marks a sharp shift 
from just a month before, 
when for the first time in three 
years, a narrow 37-34 per cent 
plurality felt there would not 
be a recession in the next 12 


months. Now, by a 45-34 per 
cent margin, most Americans 
believe another recession is on 
the way. 


The villain is inflation, ac- 


cording to the latest Harris 
Survey of 1,540 adults 
nationwide. A substantial 59 
per cent of the public feel that 
the prices of most things today 
are going up faster than a year 
ago. This is the highest percen- 
tage who have felt this way 
since January 1975. Even more 
significantly, 68 per cent of the 
people hold the view that the 
current price hike will con- 
tinue or even accelerate over 
the next 12 months.

Harris Poll 


As for unemployment, only 


31 per cent now feel that 
joblessness in their own home 
area is increasing, sharply 
down from the 37 per cent who 
felt that way last month and 
the 46 per cent in February. 


Looking ahead a year, only 20 
per cent think unemployment 
will increase, 21 per cent, that 
it will go down, and 43 per cent, 
that it will stay the same. 


The net impact of this dour 


mood appears to be reflected 
in a slowing down of some of 
the recent gains in consumer 
demand. For example, the in- 
flationary surge, coupled with 
President Carter's energy 
message, appears to be cutting 
consumer appetites for 
medium-sized cars, although 
there is an increase in poten- 
tial demand for new compact 
cars. Used-car demand also 
appears to be slipping. A com- 
parable decline seems to be 


taking place in demand for 
appliances, although the 
market for clothing still con- 
tinues to look steady and solid, 
compared to a year ago. 


As far as the current 


economic recovery goes, the 
key question is whether con- 
sumer pessimism will be 
translated into accelerated 
savings and less buying. 11 Is 
too early to draw a hard con- 
clusion. A characteristic of re- 
cent inflationary periods has 
been that people did not rush 
out to buy things in anticipa- 
tion of higher prices. If they 
follow this pattern, there is 
every likelihood that the re- 


cent gains in consumer de- 
mand will slow down in the 
face of sharply rising worries 
over inflation. 


In early April, it appeared 


that the American people were 
finally in agreement with the 
professional economists who 
proclaimed that the economy 
was on the rebound. The 
percentage of people who felt 
that there was still a recession 
had slipped from 61 to 51 per 
cent in a month. Now, the 
percentage who feel there is 
still a recession in the country 
has gone up again, to 56 per 
cent.

Omaha - The greatest success story in Nebraska 


thoroughbred racing history is unfolding this season here at Ak- 


While figures are somewhat misleading at times, there's 


only one conclusion possible from the first five weeks of this 
season's 60-day-Ak-Sar-Ben horse racing season - Ak is headed 
towards not just a record meet - but perhaps the largest percen- 
tage gam among any major race track in the country. 


Through 25 days, the daily average mutuel handle is $1,380.- 


759 - a 8.17 percent gam over last year's $1,276,457. The dally 
average attendance of 15,423 is 1.80 up from 1976's 15,151. 


If Ak-Sar-Ben continues that trend throughout the season, the 


mutuel handle gam will be close to 17 per cent. 


That's belter than any major American race track. The only 


figures even remotely close, according to the latest edition of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Association 1977 directory, were 16 1 per- 
cent at Pimlico/Laurel/Bowie and 14.0 at Santa Anita. 


It's logical to assume that will happen. 
Ak-Sar-Ben usually peaks at the end. Its largest one-day 


mutuel handle-occurred on the last day of the 1975 meet. 


Even more impressive are the figures for the first five Satur- 


days. 


- Attendance - an average of 25,926 based on successive 


marks of 24,656, 25,950, 27,897, 26,272 and 24,958. 


- Mutuel handle - an average of $2,147,086 based on $2,214,- 


258, $2.168,043, $2,207,675, $2,141,564 and $2,003,891. 


Those are lop-figures, and, considering Omaha's relatively 


sparse population compared with major racing centers, those 
totals are even impressive. 


That's why it seems so strange that this state's major and 


only continuing tourist attraction is constantly ignored by 
various Omaha officials and national publicity outlets. 


Omaha officials constantly brag about the city's sporting at- 


tractions: Creighton basketball (anywhere from 10 to 11 home 
games each year); UNO basketball and football (less than 20 
home games per year): the College World Series (a one-week at- 
traction boyoued considerably more than officials care to admit 
by business and merchant tickets); the Omaha Royals baseball 
team (struggling to average 1,000 PAID admissions a game). 


Yet they conveniently neglect the only major-league 


professional sports attraction in Nebraska — the three-month 
long Ak-Sar-Ben racing season. 


We have nothing against those organizations listed above.

(AP) - The Portland Trail 


Blazers are champions of the National Basket- 
ball Association because Philadelphia Coach 
Gene Shue could not find any way to stop Bill 
Walton. 


Shue tried four differnt men on Walton in 


Sunday's sixth game of the playoff finals but 
none could handle him. 


Caldwell Jones. Darryl Dawkins, Harvey 


Catchmgs and George McGinnis all tried, but 
all failed as Portland posted a 109-107 victory 
to overcome the multi-talented 76ers four' 
games to two in the best-of-seven series. 


"Bill Walton has been our leader all the 


way," said Portland Coach Jack Ramsay. "He 
is our team captain in every sense of Ihe word. 
There is no better players, no more 
cooperative player, no better person than 
Bill." 


"Bill Walton is the best player for a big 


man who has ever played the game of basket- 
ball." added Shue. "We couldn't contain him. 
He dominated the middle and that threw us out 
of our game." 


Walton, who scored and rebounded in dou- 


Me figures in every game of the series, had 20 
points. 23 rebounds, 7 assists and 8 blocked 
shots in the series finale. 


He was named the Most Valuable Player in 


the series for the way he anchored Portland's 
offense and team defense. 


In the jubilant Portland locker room, the 


normally reticent Walton joined in the celebra- 
tion with his teammates. 


"I'm real happy." he said. "This was a 


nice way to win it. It was an exciting game, a 
good one for me and our team." 


"Team" is the big word when you talk 


about the Blazers. In each game, the Blazers 
gol valuable contributions from eight or nine 
players while Philadelphia's game often 
became a one-man show focusing on Julius Er- 
ving. 


"This is truly a team ballclub. an unselfish 


team." said Portland owner Larry Weinberg. 
-They are the embodiment of all that is good in 
team play," 


Ramsay added, "Everything we do is a 


team effort. This is the finest team I've ever 
coached. These are finest people I've ever 
coched." 


Portland 
Mayor Neil Goldschmidt 


proclaimd Monday, June 6, as "Portland Trail 
Blazers Day." Festivities will include a down- 
town parade and presentation at City Hall. 


"The Blazers have given this city the 


excitement of its first world championship 
season," Goldschmidt said. "More important, 
they have become part of our communily as a 
team and as individuals. We'd like to do 
something for them in return." 


The Blazers, in their first season under 


Ramsay, showed teamwork, poise, pressure 
defense and disciplined attack in beating the 
Sixers after six losing seasons marked by 
struggle and bickering. 


Bob Gross added 24 points and Lionel Hollins 


20 for the Blazers to offset another re- 
markable effort by Philadelphia's Julius Er- 
ving, the game's high scorer with 40 points. 


The Blazers built a 15-point lead in the se- 


cond quarter, then saw Philadelphia move to 
within two points on George McGinnis' 
jumper with 18 seconds to go. 


After an inbounds pass by Portland. McGin- 


nis tied up Gross for a jump ball and con- 
trolled the tap to Lloyd Free. But the Sixers 
missed three shots at tying the score—Erving 
had a juniper bounce off the back rim. Free 
had a shot b l o c k e d by Walton and McGin- 
nis missed a short jumper with two seconds 
left. 


The Blazers won the title the hard way, 


losing the first two games of the final series 
but then regrouping to become only second 
team in the NBA s 31year history to erase a 2-0 
deficit and win the title. They also were the 
first team to come back and win it in four 
straight games. 


In 1969, Boston lost its first two games to Los 


Angles, out rallied to win the series in seven 
games. 


Portland's victory came before a wildly 


enthusiastic, record Memorial Coliseum 
crowd of 12.851, which has helped Blazermania 


become a phenomenon 
in 
the 
Pacific 


Northwest. 


More than 4,500 fans 'turned out at the 


Portland Airport at 4:30 a.m. Saturday to greet 
the Blazers when they returned 
from 


Philadelphia after winning the pivotal fifth 
game of the series 110-104 Friday night. 


That wild support continued Sunday. The 


Blazers were given seven standing ovations be- 
fore the game even began, and when the title 
was won, fans poured on to the court to cele- 
brate and chant the everpresent "'We're No. 
1." 


The fans helped the Blazers post their 18th 


consecutive homecourt victory in this, the 
101st game of the season which began back on 
Oct. 1. 


Both teams came out running and there were 


15 lead changes before Walton put the Blazers 
ahead to stay 42-40 with a jump hook with 7:05 
to go in the second.quarter. 


That started a 10-point run by the Blazers 


that was topped by Hollins. who hit a twisting 
jumper off one of Portland's many fast breaks 
to make it 50-40 with 5:10 remaining in the half. 


Portland went on to build the lead to 59-44 


with 3.00 left and took a 67-55 advantage into 
the locker room at halftime. Hollins led the 
scoring with 14 points but Walton-his jersey 
smeared with blood from a small cut he suf- 
fered in the first quarter—was the key man for 
the Blazers with 13 points and 12 rebounds. 


Philadelphia closed to within five points ear- 


ly in the fourth quarter on a bankshol by Er- 
vinp, but Gross scored three baskets in 9-2 
spurt to make it 102-90. 


But Philadelphia would not give up. scoring 


four baskets in a row to close the gap to four 
points. 102-98. 


Four free throws by Lucas helped the 


Blazers open it to 108-100. but Free hit a foul 
shot and En-ing scored four points to close the 
Cap to three points. Another free throw by 
Lucas m a k e it 109-10} before McGinnis sank 


his 20-footer for the final margin 


McGinnis, in the throes of the worst slump of 


his career during these playoffs, bounced back 
to score 28 points in his first productive effort 
of the series. He also was Philadelphia's only 
big rebounder. pulling down 16 of his team's 41 
rebounds. 


Portland hit on 51 per cent of its shots from 


the field. Gross leading the way with 12 of 16. 
Philadephia shot 48 percent. ' 


Last year's champion, the Boston Celtics, 


had been eliminated by Philadelphia in a sev- 
en-game quarter-final series 


Portland's finished second in the Pacific 


Division during the regular season with a 49-33 
record to gam its first playoff berth. It gained 
its place in the finals by edging Chicago 2-1 in a 
rucged qualifying series, beating Denver in six 
games and then routing Los Angeles, the team 
with the best regularseason record in the 
league, in a stunning four-game semifinal 
sweep. 


After a nine-day lavoff, the Blazers dropped 


the- first two games of the finals in Phia- 
delphia. 107-101 and 107-89, but the tnp out 
West cured their woes and they posted 129-107 
and 130-98 routs on their home floor before 
beating the Sixers in Game 5 
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Paradise, Narragansett, Rockmgham Park and Thistledown 


None of the above can match Ak-Sar-Ben's average crowds 


or mutuel handle. 


Even historic Churchill Downs, outside of the Derby week 


festivities, pales on a daily comparison to Ak-Sar-Ben. If you 
Hunk the Downs provides such high-quality racing now. pick up a 
big Daily Kacing Form and compare CD to AKS. 


The New York City and east coast-dominated wire services 


and publicity outlets ignore this section of the country with in- 
creasingly obvious regularity. 


Even the Aqut-duct/Belmont circuit, considered by most 


racing purists as the country's top plants, are beset with such 
labor problems that the day-to-day operations have presented in- 
surmountable barriers in recent weeks. 


We realise the major reason for sending all the feature races 


each day is to help illegal bookmakers. We also realize that out- 
side of this area, there isn't a major play on Ak-Sar-Ben 


But il that's the mam reason AP and UPI has the feature 


races on its sports wires, tjien something is drastically wrong 
with the priorities in NYC 


It s time this state and national publicity outlets realize Ak- 


Sar-Ben is a major-league operation.

Jensen passed Stu Vavra and Rick Paulus to move into second, 
close behind leader Bivens. 


Lincolnites Rex Nun and Jay Sterns, the point leader this 


season, followed close behind Jensen 


Jensen slipped into first place on the ninth lap with .Nun 


and Sterns improving to third and fourth behind Bivens 


Rick Shallenberger then crashed into the wall on the se- 


cond turn causing a restart and closing up the field with 13 laps 
to go 


Sterns pressed Nun throughout the next two laps and the 


two drivers passed Birens to close in on Jensen. 


Nun held off several attempts by Sterns to pass on the in- 


side until the 16th lap when Sterns' car lost all power, due to a 
burnt battery cable, allowing Nun to finish second un- 
contested 


Jim Van Wormer placed third and 1973 Midwest point 


champion Terry Richards placed fourth, his best finish this 
season. 


Bivens managed to finish 10th after taking part of one lap 


through the pits, when he avoided a major pileup on the back 
straight 


"We have to thank Don Droud for any finish we got

Administration said it would 
stop issuing silly regulations, 
like 15 pages of small type on 
the safety of step ladders, and 
work for cooperation with 
small businesses."

She noted the Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) an- 
nounced a change in its 
proposed regulations concer- 
ning anti-pollution devices for 
small gram elevators.

Washington (AP) - A police officer assigned 


lo a patrol car is safer and more efficient 
working alone than with a partner, researchers 
concluded in a report issued Sunday. 


The findings challenge the standard police 


practice of assigning officers to patrol cars in 
pairs and the widely held assumption that this 
practice reduces the dangers for patrol of- 
ficers. ' 


The report could encourage many of the 


nation's big-city police departments to phase 
out the more expensive partner patrols as a 
way of saving money in a period of tight city 
budgets. 


The Police Foundation, a private research 


organization, sponsored the year-long study in 
by the System Development Corp. of Santa 
Monica, Calif. The research was conducted in 
San Diego and involved measuring the perfor- 
mance of 22 two-officer patrol units and 22 
single-officer units. 


The report suggested that police 


departments could get more for their money 
by switching to single-officer patrol cars. 


San Diego can send out 18 officers in 18 cars 


for slightly less than it costs to field 20 officers 
in 10 cars, the report said. The use of single- 
officer cars increases the area that can be 
patrolled. 


It costs San Diego $112,000 more a year to 


field a partnership car around the clock than it 
costs for a single-officer car, the researchers 
said. 


The report said the lone officer actually runs 


fewer risks than the partners. 


"One-officer units were shown to have over- 


all safety advantages over two-officer units," 
the report said. 


During the year of the study, the 22 two- 


officer teams experienced 117 "critical in- 
cidents," primarily assaults on officers and 
situations where crime suspects resisted 
arrest. 


But the 22 single-officer units suffered only 


62 critical incidents. 


Nineteen officers patrolling alone were in- 


jured, while 31 officers on. team patrols were 
hurt, the report said. 


The researchers found that the team patrols 


were much more likely to encounter suspects 
resisting arrest probably because they handled 
arrest situations differently than single-officer 
units.

Diego police officers prefer team patrols. But 
the officers suggested some steps that could 
make lone patrols more palatable. 


Most often they "suggested that additional 


personal protection in the form of shotguns or 
police dogs be made available," the report 
said "Either or both of these options could be 
implemented at lower cost than placing a se- 
cond officer in a patrol unit." 


Better use of back-up units ranked second - 


among the officers' proposals. 


The report noted that police departments; 


huve relied on two-olhcer patrols from the " 
first days of police cars. 


The Kansas City police department was the 


first to break the tradition when it switched to 
one-officer cars in 1953. 


According to a spokesman lor police unions, 


practices now vary widely from city to city. 
New York and Washington police use two- 
officer patrols in some areas and on some 
shifts and one-officer units for others.

Philadelphia uses two-officer cars and 


Chicago uses a mixture. 


National jail standards tested 


Washington (AP) — Federal, state and 


local officials are moving toward adopting 
national standards for the health care of jail 
and prison inmates. 


The Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 


ministration announced Sunday that standards 
developed by the American Medical Associa- 
tion are being tested in 30 jails in six states. 


In the standards prove effective, they "will 


form the base for a national health accredita- 
tion program" [or correctional institutions, the 
LEAA said. 


The 83 guidelines set minimum standards 


for medical, dental, mental health, and alcohol 
and drug rehabilitation services offered to in- 
mates. 


The standards also require physical 


examinations of inmates and set procedures 
for prescribing medications and keeping 
medical records. 


Acting LEAA Administrator James M.H. 


Gregg noted that a 1976 Supreme Court deci- 
sion said thai if prisons neglect an inmate's 


serious medical problems, they are violating 
the constitutional ban on cruel and unusual 
treatment. 


Yet jail and prison medical services con- 


tinue to be poor and haphazard in many cases, 
he said. 


The agency is spending $902,000 to test the 


standards in jails in Maryland, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Georgia, Washington and Michigan. 


The jails include those in Baltimore. 


Brown County and Monroe County, Inc., and 
Milwaukee County, Wis. The agency did not list 
the other participants. 


In addition, California officials and the 


Texas Jail Commission already have adopted 
the tentative standards and officials in Oregon, 
Washington and Florida are considering doing 
so, the agency said. 


The standards must be approved by the 


AMA, the National Sheriff's Association and 
the American Correctional Association before 
they will be applied nationally, the LEAA said.

Houston nightclub owner 
faces counts in Memphis

Memphis, Tenn (UP1) - A Texas 


nightclub ownor, who claimed a murder "con- 
tract" was taken out on his life, returns to 
Memphis Monday to face charges stemming 
frbm a weekend shooting incident at the city's 
airport 


Samuel Anthony Cammarata, 47, of 


Houston, faces charges of assault to murder 
and illegally carrying a pistol. Police sources 
baicl he was trying to protect himself from 
being abducted when he chased and fired at 
two men at the Memphis airport Friday. 


Cammarata has been identified by police 


.sources as a witness in a Miami federal grand 
jury investigation of gambling, racketeering 
and the International Longshoreman's Union. 
He confirmed Friday that he testified before 
the grand jury and said he thought the 
Memphis incident was related to it. Later, he 
denied any role in the Miami investigation. 


Cammarata is owner of Professional 


Management International, a Houston enter- 
tainment booking agency, and owner of a 
Houston nightclub and restaurant. He was 
released on ?2,000 bond after the Memphis

shooting. 


He said in Houston Saturday that he came 


to Memphis, despite a threat on his life, to 
testify in a foreclosure suit involving Casino 
Records of Memphis, a firm of which he said 
he was once part owner. The hearing on that 
civil suit was reset for July 22. 


Police said Cammarata was attacked and 


beaten by two men as he sat in an airport 
coffee shop shortly after he arrived in 
Memphis on a flight from Houston. Jack Louis 
Gail, 33, of Wheeling, 111., and Oante Angclo 
Grassi, 34, of Fort Lauderdale, Fla., were 
charged with assault and battery. 


"It was^n attempt to assassinate me, but 


it just didn't work," Cammarata said Satur- 
day. "There's no doubt in my mind that 
somebody's put a contract out on me." 


Cammarata said he took a pistol from his 


briefcase when he saw another man pull a gun. 
He chased his alleged assailants through the 
airport and they exchanged a few shots. One of 
the bullets ricocheted and slightly wounded a 
bystander. 


Fire site

unaccounted for from among 
those who were at the club 
when a disastrous fire broke 
out the night of May 28 and 
killed at least 161 persons. 
Coroner Fred Stme said Mrs. 
Shough was not one of the two 
still-unidentified bodies 
brought out Thursday. 


Cagle, also from Dayton, and 


William Peneton, Mrs. 
Shough's brother from 
Sarasota, Fla., have been at 
the scene every day since the 
fire because they were unable 
to think of anything else to do. 


Cagle said his wife, the mis- - 


sing woman's daughter, is 
pregnant, and that he is trying 
to shelter her from the 
tragedy. 


"We are positive she is in 


there," Cagle said of Mrs. 
Shough, who had left Dayton 
for the club with a group.

Injury reduction is target 
of new fireworks regulations 


Washington (AP) — In anticipation of the 


Fourth of July fireworks bursting in a month, 
the government is cautioning Americans to 
"celebrate — but you'd better watch out." 


An estimated 9.000 persons were treated last 


year for fireworks-related injuries and half 
were less than 15 years old. the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission said Sunday. 


• A new law is designed to help prevent in- 
juries. 


The new federal regulations, effective last 


December, limit the permissible charge in 
firecrackers to 50 milligram, 


"Remember: fireworks and people are 


never completely predictable." the commis- 
sion said in a new pamphlet with tips from 
"Safety Sadie." the commission's symbolic 
reminder of safety. 


Among Safety Sadie's tips are: 


— Read directions, and if you Con'! understand 


them, don't lake a chance by lighting tht fireworks, 


- Have an adult present, 
— Never experiment. 
— Ignite the tircworlii outdoors, light one at a 


lime and move back quickly once the tuse is lit; 


— Keep a bucket ot water handy tor emergencies 


and keep a sate dijtsncc 


Fireworks are allowed in seven states: 


Alaska; Arkansas; Louisiana; Mississippi; 
Missouri; South Dakota and Tennessee. 


Sixteen states ban fireworks. They are: 


Arizona: Connecticut; Delaware; Georgia; 
Illinois: Maine: Massachusetts; Minnesota; 
New Hampshire: New Jersey: New York: 
North Carolina; Orfio: Rhode Island; Vermont 
and West Virginia. 


Hawaii and Nevada have no fireworks laws 


except on the county level. 


The other states have varying laws and 


regulations. In California. Kansas. Nebraska, 
New Mexico and Washington, fireworks are 
allowed as approved by the enforcing authori- 
ty 


Six states allow only sparklers: Alabama; 


Colorado: Florida; Maryland; Pennsylvania 
and Utah. 


Six states allow only sparklers and snakes: 


Indiana; Iowa; Kentucky; Michigan; Oregon 
and .Wisconsin. 


Fireworks as specified in law are allowed in 


Idaho; Montana: North Dakota; Oklahoma: 
South Carolina: Texas: Virginia; Wyoming 
and the District of Columbia.

Rebels seize 
island nation 


Victoria, Seychelles (AP) — Rebels backing the leftist 


prime minister announced the overthrow of the pro-Western 
government of President James R. Mancham on Sunday, less 
than a year after this island republic gained its independence. 


"It is no big heroic deed to take over the Seychelles," 


Mancham declared in London, where he had gone to attend the 
Commonwealth Conference. "Twenty-five people with sticks 
could seize control " 


The 37-year-old Mancham said he had been deposed in a 


"Judas-like" coup and that Soviet subversion, not his own 
playboy life-style, was behind the coup. 


"I do not accept this action as a fait accompli." Mancham 


told reporters. He said he would call on the United Nations and 
African states "who stand for stability'1 to help him regain 
power in the tiny island nation. About 60.000 persons live in the 
chain of 86 islands located 1,000 miles off east Africa in the In- 
dian Ocean. 


Island sources reported some 200 rebels launched the coup 


at about 2 a.m. with an attack on a police barracks in which two 
policemen were killed. After seizing a quantity of arms, the 
rebels took over the government-run Seychelles radio station 
and the airport and by dawn truckloads of armed police and 
civilians were patrolling the streets of Victoria, the sources 
said 


A radio broadcast reported that Prime Minister Albert 


Rene had taken over as president and the announcer warned 
that anyone venturing out in the streets would be shot on sight. 
The broadcast said the constitution and the 25-seat National 
Assembly were suspended and new elections would be held, 
probably in 1979. 


' Rene, head of the Seychelles People's United party 
(SPUP), declared in a later broadcast that "the people have 
overthrown" Mancham and he had agreed to form a new 
government. Indicating a swing to the left, he promised policies 
that would make the islands "free of capitalists and foreign 
countries ' and said he would issue more detailed statements 
within 24 hours 


The radio said several British officials were detained and 


will be deported. No reason for the move was given. 


Mancham said he had been informed of the coup by the 


British Foreign Office. 


Mancham said that the U.S. charge d'affaires in the 


Seychelles. Craig Malson, had warned him of Soviet designs 
against the neutrality of the new republic, which has no military 
forces. 


He said he was "personally convinced" that the coup had 


"the active agreement and connivance of the Soviet govern- 
ment and is part and parcel of the Soviet policy of controlling 
the Indian Ocean." 


Mancham was chief minister of the Seychelles before in- 


dependence and had advocated continued ties with Britain after 
the islands gained independence last June 28. 


His rightist Seychelles Democratic party joined in a coali- 


tion with Rene's leftist Seychelles People's United party to 
form the first government 


The coup was first reported in an unsigned cable from the 


Seycnclles to The Associated Press' London office, which said 
that "citizens" backed by police had taken power because 
Mancham had become a globe-trotting "dictator" and had 
"adopted a slyJe of life which involves lavish spending . -." 


The communique alleged he had not stayed at home longer 


than ihrce weeks at a time since taking office and was trying lo 
postpone the 1979 elections — a charge Mancham denied 


The handsome, bearded president, wealthy in his own nghU 


has been a familiar figure in London night-spots with a variety 
of comely young women on his arm. The average annual income 
in the Seychelles is about $520. 


But Mancham insisted that his countrymen like him that 


way His absences from home, he said, were part of his duty to 
promote and make Incnds for Uie Seychelles 


"Mv philosophy is the philosophy d the Scychellois 


people," he said "I've had a playboy reputation ever since 1
